KEY WEST, May 26.—There is noth- 
ing definitely known here about the 
possible operations in eastern Cuba, 
but the view is accepted at this place 
as a fact that the Spanish fleet is 
blockaded in Santiago Harbor, in which 
event the naval opinion here is that 
the Spanish fleet has ‘‘committed sui- 
cide.””

A single heavy American vessel can 
hold the harbor’s narrow exit, through 
which the Spaniards could emerge only 
singly. The Spanish fleet is very fast, 
but it is not composed of heavily- 
armored vessels. Indeed, any of Admiral 
Sampson's battleships could, in the 
opinion of naval experts, engage the en- 
tire Spanish fleet with a good chance of 
coming off victorious. The American 
commander has been not only prepared 
for battle, but for the chase as well. 

This is the view here, where the 
movements of the American fleet are 
approximately well known among 
naval officers and people at Key West 
generally. There is the most thorough 
confidence in the skill and energy of 
both American commanders, and it is 
believed their triumph in the West In- 
dian waters is assured. 


CUBAN BLOCKADE. 


Still Strictly Maintained—No Fight- 
ing for Fiwe Days.

SPAIN’S TACTICS, 


Senor Polo’s Expose of the Dons’ 
Pien of Campaign. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 25.—A specia) to 
the World from Quebec says Sefior Polo 
y Bernabe, before he sailed from Que- 
bec for Europe, confided to a friend 
the original intentions of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron. 

It appears that the Spanish fleeet 
being acknowledgedly unable to meet 
the American vessels, was to avoid it 
and cause all the damage it could to 
the American coast. Among other 
places to be bombarded was Portland, 
and an attempt was to be made to blow 
up a powder mill near that place. 

Sefier Polo succeeded in making 
Satisfactory arrangements the 
coaling of the fleeet, but the agree- 
ment was broken, owing to American 
influence in the coal concern, and the 
news of this fact drove the Spanish 
squadron from their original intention 
of touching at Cape Breton, and made 
them take refuge at Santiago de Cuba. 
Since then the Spanish fleet has left 
on its journey to Cadiz. 

Spain’s tactics will be to trust to 
fever and the terrible expense daily 
incurred by the American government, 
and she will not risk a repetion of the 
Manila disaster. 

“In the fall,’ the late Ambassador 
said, “Spain will abandon Cuba, after 
having made her enemy pay dearly for 
their victory.”

Troop Ships Sail for the 
Philippines. 


Peking, Australia and Sydney 
Besin Their Voyage, 


First American Army to Go to 
Foreign Shores. 


Twenty-five Hundred Soldiers Now 
‘en Route to Assist Admiral 
Dewey—Others Will Follow as 
Rapidly as Possible. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 25.—The 
start was made for Manila late this 
afternoon and the first American army 
to sail for a foreign shore is now on 
the broad Pacific. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon Brig.-Gen. 
Anderson signalled from the Australia 
for the City of Peking and City of 
Sydney to get under way immediately. 
The signal was seen from the shore and 
the waiting crowds commenced to cheer 
wildly. They knew what it meant as 


well as the sea captains for whom the. 


signal was intended. No time was lost 
on board the transports. The crews 
worked with a will, and in a short time 
the anchors were up and the vessels 
were under way. 

Then the 2500 soldiers, who had been 
impatiently awaiting the signal to 
start, let themselves loose. They 
climbed to the rigging and swarmed 
all over the big ships, shouting and 
cheering like mad. The bay was alive 
with small craft of every description, 
and huge ferry boats were pressed into 
service to accommodate the eager 
crowds and carry them to the heads of 
the Golden Gate that a last farewell 
might be said. The big transports 
steamed slowly along the water front, 
and the crowd on shore raced along to 
keep them in sight. The noise made 
by patriotic citizens on sea and shore 
was something terrific. Every steam 
whistle in the city appeared to be blow- 
ing, cannon were fired, and the din 
lasted for fully an hour. As the Aus- 
tralia passed Alcatraz Island in the 
lead of the other ships, the battery of 
United States artillery stationed there 
fired a salute to Gen. Anderson. The 
colors were dipped in recognition, and 
the steamships sounded their sirens. 

The boats, small and large, followed 
along as the transports moved slowly 
forward, and not until the heavy swells 
of the Pacific Ocean were encountered 
did they turn back. 

It was shortly after 5 o’clock when 
the vessels entered the ocean and the 
sun glinting over the city gave the de- 
parting soldiers a last beautiful view of 
the country, to fight for the honor of 
which they were gailing over six thous- 


and miles. When last seen, the trans- 
port fleet was steaming slowly to the | 
southwest. After the pilots were | 
dropped the vessels went ahead at full) 
speed, and in six days, if all goes well, | 
they will enter Honolulu Harbor and 
join the Charleston. 

The strain of expectancy during the | 
past few days had been severe on both) 
soldiers and citizens, and after the} 
noisy demonstration this afternoon, the | 
townspeople felt relieved that it was | 
all over. 

The three transports carried 
on to 2500 men. The expedition, whir d 
is under command of Brig.-Gen. Ander- | 
son, consists of four companies of 
regulars under command of Maj. Robe, 
the First Regiment, California Volun- 
teers, Col. Smith; the First Regiment, 
Oregon Volunteers, Col. Summers; a 
battalion of fifty heavy artillery, Maj. 
Geary; about one hundred sailors and 
eleven naval officers. 

The fleet is loaded with supplies to 
last a year and carries a big cargo of 
ammunition and naval stores for Ad- 
miral Dewey's fleet at Manila. 

It is not probable that any more 
troops will be dispatched before an- 
other week. The Zealandia is being put 
in shape to carry soldiers, but none of 
the other transports are in port. The 
China is not due here until May 25, 
and if the steamships of the Northern 
Pacific Company are chartered and put 
under an American register, it will 
take some time before that fleet can 
be put in order. It is thought here that 
the fleet which left here today will not 
keep company with the Charleston 
after leaving Honolulu. They all carry 
enough coal to steal at full speed from 
Honolulu to Manila, while the Charles- 
ton, in order to economize coal, will not 
go faster than ten knots an hour. If 
the transports do not wait for the 
cruiser, they may be expected to arrive 
at Manila about June 20. : 

The government has purchased the 
collier Peter Jebsen, now at the How- 
ard-street bunkers. The Jebsen is 
loaded with several thousand tons of 
coal, which will not be removed from 
her hold. A couple of companies of 
troops can be quartered on the collier, 
which is reported to be assigned to the 
duty of towing the coast-defense vessel 
Monterey from Honolulu to Manila. 

It is understood that the government 
is negotiating for the charter of the 
Spreckels steamer Alameda, which is 
now in Sydney, N.S.W. The Spreckels 
will lease the steamer, providing they 
can replace her. If the Alameda comes 
to this city without stopping, she can 
make the trip in about eighteen days, 
but _ the usual voyage takes about 
twenty-four days. 

The -people of California and espe- 
cially of San Francisco, are very proud 
of the performance of the Oregon, and 
the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
has lorwerded a congratulatory tele- 
gram to Capt. Clark, expressing its 
pleasure over the wonderful run made 
by his vessel, which was built at the 
Union Iron Works in this city. 

' By Sunday next over 2000 more 
troops will arrive to join those now 
camped in this city. 

A troop of volunteer cavalry from 
Utah left Salt Lake yesterday, and 
are due here tomorrow: morning. <A 
Montana regiment of infantry is ex- 
pected to arrive Friday. The Ejight- 
eenth and Twenty-third regiments of 
infantry’ started yesterday from New 
Orleans, and are due Saturday. A bat- 
talion of infantry from North Dakota 
will probaly be in this city by Sunday.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The even 
of the day in the war situation w 
the issuance of a proclamation by 
the President, calling for 75,000 morg 
volunteers. It added a new and 
stirring phase to the lethargic condlys 
tions which have prevailed of late, ang 
came with almost startling unexpectede 
ness, even to many of the high offl-~ 
clals In the army. 

The proclamation means not only th@ 
assembling of a large force of troops 
but also the appointment of a nume 
ber of major-generals, brigadier-gene 
erals, colonels, majors, staff and fielg 
officers, for the organization of this adg 
ditional force of 75,000 men into army 
corps, divisions, brigades and regle 
ments. 

The reasons leading up to the call 
naturally were sources of much cone 
jecture, as it was at first felt that 
the possibility of foreign complicationg 
was a factor in bringing about thig 
new move. It speedily developed, hows 
ever, that the call was not due to ang 
latent or serious emergency, but w 
rather in the line of getting togethe 
a large body of men to be drilled 
seasoned, and to constitute a second ree 
serve, to be drawn upon later wheg 
the campaigns were, fully under waye 
Secretary Alger s’4aed that the dev 
termination to issue the call had nog 
been reached until late yesterday. Th¢ 
merits of it have been canvassed mo 
or less for some weeks, but it wag 
not until a few hours before the calj 
itself appeared that the move was fine 
ally decided upon. 

Coming thus unexpectedly, the Wag 
Department had made no preparae 
tions for executing the call, and it wilJ 
be some days before the details ar 
worked out as to the quota from eac 
State, the calls to the respective Gove 
ernors of States, the mustering pointg 
and the general points of concentrag 
tion. All that is settled thus far ig 
that the enlistments are to be throwg 
open, much as they were at the oute 
break of the civil war, and are not t@ 
be restricted tothe militia and Nas 
tional Guard organizations of the sev~ 
eral States. It will be an encouragee 
ment to the organization of independs 
ent volunteer companies and regip 
ments. These will retain their idens 
tity (6 a certain extent as State troops, 
as the Governors will have the ape 
pointment of all company and regte 
mental officers, while only the brigade 
division, corps and staff officers w 
be appointed by the President.

tributed to the navy. It can be stated 
on the highest authority that the im-

the army in effecting a landing in 
Cuba. Nor, on the other hand, has 
the army been at fault in this matter.

Mimic Warfare by Volunteer Troops 
at Chickamauga.

CHATTANOOGA (Tenn.,) May 25.— 
Battle exercises of the First Division of 
the First Corps began today’s work at 
Chickamauga. 

- The exercises began at 6 o'clock, and

The First and Second Brigades of the 
division ageduited the Third Brigade, 
which was entrenched on Snodgrass 
Hill, and a highly exciting, as well as 
a@ very creditable sham battle occurred, 

By actual count the number of men 
now in Chickamauga Park is 38,884. 
There are thirty-five regiments of in- 
fantry, two of cavalry and three bat- 
teries of artillery. Ohio has furnished 
the greatest number of mnen. She has 
six regiments, with 5328 men, on the 
field. Pennsylvania, which ranks next, 
also has six regiments, but a slightly 
smaller number of men. 

As far as equipment is concerned, the 
army will be ready to move on Cuba 
within one or twg days. Capt. Rock- 
well, chief ordnance officer of the army, 
states that he has received notice that 
ample equipment Will arrive during the 
next few days. A half-million rounds 
of ammunition have already arrived, 
and the balance of equipment will come 
as fast as the roads can haul it. 

The row of stands, restaurants, etc., 
located just outside the park, near the 
battlefield station, is assuming large 
proportions. The row is known as the 
“Midway,” and is liberally patronized, 
Two theaters are in course of con- 
struction. 

A corps of the Red Cross Society is 
now being organized in Chattanooga 
for service in the camp. 

Forty cars of provisions arrived in 
Chattanooga’ _ today. About 25,000 

unds were sent to the park yesterday.

VOLUNTEER ARMY. 


One Hundred and Twelve Thousand 
Now Maustered In.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—One hun- 
Grea and twelve thousand men have 
now been mustered into the volunteer 
army of the United States and the of- 
ficial reports show that the greater 
mumber of these are ready to move 
to the front. Two-thirds of the States 
have entirely completed their musters 
and should the emergency arise, are 
prepared to begin anew the work just 
completed. The failure of some of the 
States, notably four or five in the 
South, to furnish the men called for 
up to this time, is a surprise to the 
army officers on duty here, but is 
ascribed not to a lack of patriotism, 
but to a belief probably shared by 
many of the National Guardsmen who 
had home ties and business connec- 
tions which they could not well afford 
to sever, that plenty of other persons 
not so encumbered would readily be 
found to take their places. Ample time 
will be given the States referred to, to 
fill the apportionment made by the 
War Department and the expectation 
here is that they will - be accomplished 
without further unnecessary delay. 
Should these States default, the prob- 
ability is that the fact will be re- 
ported to Congress formally by the 
Secretary of War for such action as 
may be deemed best under the cir- 
cumstances. No resort can be had to 
draft measures without explicit author- 
ay therefor from the national Legisla- 

ure.

Neal assigned the Seventh to the 
extreme northwestern end of the camp, 
Col. Berry's new home is bounded by 
A and B streets and by Fourth and 
Fifth avenues. It is on a direct line 
with the camp square upon which Gen, 
Otis will establish his headquarters. 

In an hour after their arrival the 
men had up their tents and were work- 
ing like beavers to get everything in 
shape. The new camp in some respects 
is ahead of the Presidio, but it also 
lacks some of the conveniences that 
the soldiers had become accustomed to 
at their first camp. Col. Berry said 
that it would take a day at least to 
get his command settled down into 
their new quarters and in working 
shape. Owing to the limited space of 
the camp, guard mounting will have to 
be done in the streets, while for drill 
grounds the soldiers will have to take 
a long march before they can secure 
room enough to maneuver. 

The eight companies of the Sixth 
California, numbering 680 men, are 
under command of Lieut.-Col. W. R.

They are in 
need of clothing, and especially shoes, 
but hope to be soon completely 
equipped in this respect. The men 
have been overwhelmed with contribu- 
tions of delicacies, which are not con- 
ducive to their health, and Lieut.-Col. 
Johnson says it is about time to calla 
halt. It is therefore likely,that he will 
see at once that his men consume 
more substantial food than cake, pie 
and other delicacies. 

The heavy-artillery volunteers have 
received equipments. Their outfits 
consist of canteens, haversacks, blank- 
etc, belts and new &pringfield rifles. 
These men are warmly housed and well 
fed, and are rapidly developing into 
good soldiers.

NEW YORK, May 26.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

“Sagasta informed me today that a 
combat between the Spanish and 
American squadron off Cuba is now 
impossible, nor is it probable a fight 
will occur in the near future. All 
rumors to the contrary effect are un- 
founded. The Spanish squadron will 
remain at Santiago, cleaning the hulls 
of the ships and leisurely coaling.

ANOTHER PHANTOM FLEET.

NEW YORK, May 26.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the Sun from 
Halifax, says: “After an investigation 
today directed from this city and un- 
dertaken at Louisburg by a trust- 
worthy citizen of that town, there ap- 
pears to be no reason to doubt the as- 
sertion that a large fleet of steamers, 
moving westward, like a squadron of 
warships, steamed rapidly past Cape 
Breton Island last night.

Foreign Warships Lying Off Manila 
' te Afford Protection to Foreign 
Residents. 


INSURGENTS CAPTURE SUBIG. 


AN ATTACK ON THE OUTPOSTS OF 
MANILA BY REBELS. 


Court-martial of Admiral Montijo 
and the Commander of the Cal- 
lao—Japanese Warship Sa- 
lutes Spain’s Flag.

NEW YORK, May 25.—A cablegram

“Arriving here yesterday on the Mc- 
Culloch, I found the American squad- 
*ron anchored off Cavite, except one 
ship which was patrolling the outside 
bay by turns. 

“The foreign warships Immortalite 
(English,) the Brinx (French,) the 
Irene Commoron (German,) and two 
Japanese warships were anchored oj 
, the city of Manila. 4 

“The Japanese boat Naniwa had ar- 
rived the night before and at noon 
saluted the port with twenty-one guns, 
which salute was returned by the shore 
batteries. This is the first salute the 
Spanish flag has received from any 
warship since the blockade was estab- 
lished. One Japanese vessel leaves 
tomorrow for Hongkong. 

“Aguinaldo and twelve other insurg- 
ents who came from Hongkong on the 
McCulloch landed at Cavite vesterday. 
They tell me the rebels have taken 
possession of Subig, and have 30,000 


-men ready to fight against the Span- 


jards as soon as they can get arms. 
“A report was brought to the flag- 
ship last night that the rebels had at- 
tacked the Spanish outposts of Manila. 
The Spaniards were found to have 
turned the guns of their shore batteries 
landward for protection against the in- 
surgents, and the rebels made nothing 
more than a reconnoissance in force. 
“It is also reported that the lieuten- 
ant who -commanded the Callao here 


‘has been shot after trial by a summary 


court martial, and that Admiral Man- 
tijo has also beeen sentenced by court 
martial. 

“These fumors .came through the 
crews of merchant vesssels still here, 
-but I do not have much confidence in 
the accuracy of the reports.”’

NEW YORK, May 25.—A special dis- 
patch from Hongkong says that Ad- 
miral Dewey at Manila has sent the 
cruiser Baltimore and the little gun- 
boat Calloa, recently captured from 
‘the Spaniards, to Iloilo to retake the 
American bark Saranac.

THE SARANAC RELEASED.

LONDON, May 25.—A dispatch re- 
ceived today from Lioyd’s agent at Ma- 
nila. via Hongkong, says the Ameri- 
can bark Saranac, Capt. Bartaby, from 
New Castle, N. S. W., on February 26, 
for Iloilo, Philippine Islands, and which 
was captured shortly after the out- 
break of the war by the Spanish gun- 
boat El Cano, has been released. The 
Saranac took about sixteen hundred 
and forty tons of coal to Iloilo, which is 
said to have been unloaded befgre she 
was captured. The coal was released 
some time ago. The Saranac is owned 
by William Simpson, Jr., of New York. 


SEMI-OFFICIALLY DENIED.

BERLIN, May 25.—It is semi-offi- 
cially denied that there is any truth in 
the story from Manila regarding the 
German Consul threatening Rear-Ad- 
miral Dewey for not permitting the

MARTIAL LAW. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 25.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington  § says: 
**Maj.-Gen. Merritt, who is to go to the 
Philippines as military Governor, is ex- 
pected to govern them under martial 
law until Congress decides what shall 
finally be done with them. 

“There is little doubt that they will 
be held permanently by the United 
States. In view of the jealousy exist- 
ing among European nations, many of 
the Senators believe that it will be more 
difficult to relinquish control of the 
Philippines than to hold them. 

“In view of this belief some con- 
sideration is already being given to the 
problem of devising a civil government 
for the islands when the war is ended. 
The extension of the territorial sys- 
tem of the United States to the Philip- 
pines is out of the question, as it will 
be a great many years before the in- 
habitants are capable of any degree of 


self-government. 


“The proposition that seems to meet 
most favor is to have the government 
of the islands administered by a board 


, @f three commissieners, to be composed 


of two civilians and one officer of the 
United States army, as in the District 
of Columbia. When the number of 
Americans in the islands increases suffi- 
ciently, a very limited form of popular 
government might be introduced, to be 
expanded in the future. 

“Tariff taxes are to be collected by 
military authority, and are to be turned 
into the treasury of the United States. 


As the war progresses the same system 


of collecting taxes is to be applied to 
such Spanish territory as may be occu- 
pied, thus compelling the conquered 
territory to ald in defraying the ex- 
penses of the war. 

“Until such time as Congress shali 
take action, formally annexing the 
Philippines or any other conquered 
Spanish territory to the United States,

will be taxed at United States custom- 
houses just the same as goods from 
other countries.”’ 


OUR FOREIGN POSSESSIONS.

WASHINGTON/S May 25.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Gen. Merritt, carry- 
ing out the policy already decided upon 
by the government, will open the Phil- 
ippine Islands to American merchants.

MUST BE STARVED OUT. 


CERVERA’S FLEET CAN NOT BE 
ATTACKED AT SANTIAGO, 


The Only Way to Capture Cervera’s 
Ships if They are Bottled Up 
There, is to Settle Down for a 
Prolonged Siege. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The ques- 
tion that agitated the Navy Depart- 
ment this morning was whether the 
Spanish squadron under Admiral Cer- 
vera is at Santiago de Cuba. The de- 
partment hopes and believes it is, but 
so far is not in possession of accurate 
information on that point. The reason 
for its belief, so far as can be gathered, 
is that the Spanish squadron when last 
heard from was in that harbor, and 
that it has not been seen anywhere 
else, in spite of the fact that the scout- 
ing vessels of the navy fairly swarm in 
the West Indian waters, and that the 
United States Consuls on every island 
are on the alert to watch and to re- 
port the movements of the Spanish 
fleet. 

The department Officials, accepting 
the view that Cervera is in Santiago 
Harbor, are of the opinion that he is 
likely to remain there for a long time, 
weeks and months, perhaps. A study 
of the defenses of the harbor and topo- 
graphical features has convinced the 
experts that to undertake to carry the 
place by storm from the sea and to at- 
tack the fleet while it is under the pro- 
tection of the forts would involve so 
great a loss of life on our part as to 
be entirely unwarranted under the ex- 
isting circumstances. 

The harbor is known to be mined, 
and these mines are so well protected 
by judiciously-place si.are_ batteries 
that the usual methods of counter- 
mining could be practiced only with the 
utmost peril to the sailors of our fleet. 
Moro Castle, one of the principal de- 
fenses of the harbor, is perched upon a 
high elevation. Its guns, if served 
with anything like fair gunnery, could 
rain a most destructive fire down upon 
our ships, and not even battleships and 
monitors are designed to resist a 
plunging fire of this kind. 

On the other hand, it is extremely 
difficult for guns mounted on shipboard 
to be sufficiently elevated to throw pro- 
jectiles with any effect against a mod- 
ern fortification on a elevated bluff or 
hill. That is the lesson learned at San 
Juan, and the fleet there had the ad- 
vantage of being able to lie off at long 
range, which it will not possess in. the 
attack on Santiago. 

Of course the place could be taken by 
assault, but as already stated, the of- 
ficials do not believe that the present 
conditions warrant such an expensive 
undertaking. The effort, therefore, 


probably will be made to keep Cervera 


inside Santiago de Cuba Harbor until 
starvation causes the surrender of the 
Spanish squadron and the forts of 
Santiago. 

That this can be done is not doubted 
by naval experts, as the narrow chan- 
nel connecting the inner harbor with 
the sea, requiring any Spanish’ships to 
emerge singly, would expose them to 
almost certain destruction at the hands 
of a couple of armored vessels or moni- 
tors commanding the entrance. 

Of course there is always the danger 
of these watchdogs being themselVes 
attacked and destroyed by some of the 
torpedo gunboat destroyers attached to 
Cervera’s squadron, provided their com- 
manders are desperate enough to face 
the primary and secondary batteries of 
the American warships. There is also 
risk of an attack on the blockading 
vessels from. without, 

The news reached the Navy Depart- 
ment today that the Spanish torpedo 
gunboat Terror had cleared out of the 
harbor of Fort de France, after having 
taken coal from the Alicante. 

“TI give the Spanish 
three months’ lease of life if they are 
in Santiago Harbor,” said a prominent 
naval officer this morning. He ex- 


plained that he based his calculation 


on the length of time that the supplies 
of the fleet would hold out. 

Long before that time the town of 
Santiago, which would probably be cut 
off entirely by the insurgents and per- 
haps by United States troops, will be 
practically starved, but following the 
Spanish practice elsewhere, Havana 
and Manila for instance, the military 
and naval forces, appropriating all the 
food supplies, would hold out longer. 

The long wait involved in this calcula- 
tion, the naval officer explained, would 
have a very substantial compensation 
in the acquisition by the United States 
of the splendid vessels that go to make 
up the Spanish squadron through their 
surrender, They represent in money 
value alone about $15,000,000, and have 
an additional value to the United States 
at this juncture than cannot be ex- 
pressed in figures. 


HUNGRY HAVANA. 


Sweet Potatoes Planted to Stave Off 
Starvation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]- 

NEW YORK, May 25.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says: “Ef- 
forts are being made by the authori- 
ties to provide an adequate supply 
of food for the residents of the city 
and the soldiers, provisions having be- 
come very scarce since importations 
from the United States ceased. Sweet 
potatoes and other vegetables are bhe- 
ing planted in large quantities in the 
neighborhood. Owing to recent rains 
it is the hope and belief that the crops 
gathered from other sources will be 
sufficient for the necessities of Havana. 

“The Norwegian steamer Uto reached 
Sagua last Friday and will load sugar 
for New York. The Norwegian steamer 
Bradberg, which left Sagua last. Fri- 
day, took forty-seven passengers’ for- 
ty-two of whom were foreigners, most 
of them Americans. 

“Three American warships were tak- 
ing soundings off Bahia Honda yester- 
day, and on Sunday they were seen 
off there exchanging signals. 

“All classes here have noted with 
pleasure the honor granted by Queen 
Victoria to Sir Alexander Gollan, the 
British Consul-General in Havana. 
making him a Knight Commander of 
St. Michael and St. George.

Mr. Daniel of Virginia, in reiterat-| 
ing Mr. Teller’s objection, sounded the 
first note of delay against the measure 
that has been heard since the debate 
upon it began. He declared that there 
was no emergency which required the 
immediate passage of the bill, and 
frankly announced that if certain pro- 
visions in the bill put into it by the 
Democrats of the Finance Committee 
were not incorporated into it, he would 
offer some amendments to the meas- 
ure that would probably precipitate de- 
bate. He strongly intimated, too, that 
if the war should not be prolonged, it 
might not be necessary to provide so 
much revenue as the pending bill 
would raise, and he indicated a de- 
sire to await developments that in all 
likelihood were close at hand, before 
passing upon a bill that meant so 
much to the people as this one. 

Speeches on the general features of 
the pending bill were delivered today 
by Mr. Stewart of Nevada, Mr. Allen 
of Nebraska and Mr. Caffery of Louisi- 
ana. Before the Revenue _ Bill was 
taken up this morning, the Pension 
Deficiency Appropriation Bill was 
passed. It carried nearly $9,000,000. 

After the passage of a bill granting 
certain public land to the Territory 
of New Mexico, the House devoted 
the balance of the session to eulogies 
upon the late Senator George of Mis- 
sissippi.

After the transaction of considerable 
morning business, consideration of the 
war revenue measure was resumed, Mr.

Mr. Stewart said he proposed to ad- 
dress himself particularly to those 
paragraphs of the bill which provided 
for the coinage of silver seigniorage and 
the issue of legal-tender notes. He held 
that the amount of money produced 
from taxation under the bill would de- 
pend largely upon the policy adopted 
relative to the issue of more money, 
and the issue of bonds. He believed 
that with an issue of bonds it would re- 
quire largely more taxation to produce 
a given sum than it would without an 
issue of bonds. 


LONG SILVER SPEECH. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—In the 
course of a long free-silver speech, Mr: 
Stewart declared that the revenue bill 
&s it passed the House of Representa- 
tives was the most miserable, villain- 
ous piece of legislation ever enacted by 
a legislative body. He attacked vigor- 
ously the bond proposition of thé mi- 
nority of the Finance Committee, and 
urged the coinage of silver seigniorage 
and the issue of legal-tender notes. 

Mr. Allen (Pop.) of Nebraska, in 
opening his speech. said that if the 
wishes of some, at least. of the advo- 
cates of the pending bill, were con- 
sulted, it would carry only ® provi- 
sion for the’ issue of bonds, and would 
not place a cent of taxation upon the 
people. He did not regard taxes a bur- 
den when they were justly and equit- 
ably assessed. and maintained that 
there was no property and no Individual 
which the government could not tax, 


whatever the conditions might be. 
“The sinister purpose of this effort 
to eliminate from taxation the corpo- 
rations and other varied business in- 
terests,”” said Mr. Allen, “is to create 
a void which may be filled by an enor- 
mous increase in the interest-bearing 
indebtedness of the,United States.” 
He declared that there was not the 


slightest necessity for the issue of 
bonds at this time. The debts caused 
by the war ought to be liquidated 


without the creation of a debt. 

In concluding his speech, Mr. Allen 
took strong ground against any pro- 
posed alliance between this country 
and Great Britain, declaring that he 
would oppose it with all his power, 
until England should give to Ireland 
what the United States gave its people 
—home rule. 

Mr. Caffery of Louisiana presented an 
extended legal argument against the 
proposed tax upon corporations, taking 
ground similar to that assumed by Mr. 
Platt of Connecticut and Mr. Lindsay 
of Kentucky yesterday. . 

At the conclusion of Mr. Caffery’s 
speech, Mr. Morgan of Alabama 
moved to lay the pending amendment, 
that of Mr. McEnery of Louisiana, ex- 
empting from the corporation tax lim- 
ited lability corporations engaged 
in farming and planting, upon the 
table. The motion prevailed, 30 to 10. 

At this point Mr. Allison of Iowa ex- 
pressed the hope that some understand- 
ing might be reached whereby the de- 
bate should be concluded this week. 
He was satisfied that one day faith- 
fully devoted by the Senate to the bill's 
consideration would be sufficient time 
to conclude the debate. He then asked 
unanimous consent that the bill be 
completed on Saturday next before ad- 
journment of the Senate. Mr. Teller 
objected. 

Mr. Daniel of Virginia did not concur 
with those who thought the bill could 
be completed this week. If certain 
provisions in the bill were stricken out 
he had other amendments to offer 
which would certainly lead to some de- 
bate. He did not think any necessity 
for haste existed. 

Mr. Teller said he did not know that 
the bill could be disposed of this week, 
but he desired ample time for its dis- 
cussion. He had no disposition un- 
duly to delay the vote upon it, but he 
was not to be moved “by the insane 
clamor for haste.” The government 
would get all the money it needed and 
get it in plenty of time. ; 

Mr. Allison desired it to be understood 
that it was no part of his purpose to 
prevent full and free discussion of the 
bill, but he thought that the measure 
ought to be disposed of as soon as 
possible. He gave notice that he would 
endeavor after today to secure longer 
sessions of the Senate. ° 

Mr. White of California, on taking 
the floor in order to speak tomorrow 
morning, expressed the opinion that it 
would be easily possible for Congress 
to complete its work and adjourn 
“within two or three weeks.” 

The Senate then decided to convene 
at 1l a.m. tomorrow. Bills were passed 
as follows: 

Granting additional powers to rail- 
roads created by laws of the United 
States and operating lines in the In- 
dian Territory, and appointing com- 
missioners to revise the statutes relat- 
ing to patents, trade and other marks, 
and to trade and commercial names.

MADRID, May 25.—There is a little 
comment on the fact that M. 
Schevitch, the Russian Ambassador to 
Spain, was the first member of the 
diplomatic corps to call upon and con- 
fer with Duke Almedovar de Rio, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, after he took 
office yesterday. 

The approaching visit of George J. 
Goschen, first lord of the British ad- 
miralty to Gibraltar, has created a 
stir. The newspapers urge the gov- 
ernment to construct batteries on the 
heights dominating Gibraltar, but it 
is asserted semi-officially, that the 
government will not commit an un- 
friendly act against England so long 
as there is no proof of an  Angilo- 
American alliance. If, however, such 
an alliance should become an ac- 
cepted fact, the government would be 
“constrained to adopt measures to se- 
cure the country against the dangers 
of invasion.” 

Sefior Sagasta has admitted, in the 
course of an interview, that there are 
some differences between Sefior Puig- 
ceiver, Minister of Finance and Sefior 
Gamaza.

In reply to a question respecting the 
prospects of peace, Sefior Sagasta 
said: ‘Such a question can be better 
answered in America than here.

Treasurer Krohn Found tUncon- 


scious in Hia« Office Early Wednes- 
day Morning. 


HE WAS BEATEN BY ROBBERS. 


A CLEW TO THE RASCALS FOUND IN 
LOS ANGELES, 


Big Fire at Astorin—Important De- 
Cision by Judgc Morrow—Dagecit 
Sentenced to Forty Vears,. 
Ebankes'’s Last Card. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
MADERA, May 25.—County Treas- 
urer Krohn was terribly beaten. by 
robbers at 12:30 o'clock this morning, 
and the strong box of the county looted 
of its contents by the robbers. The 
treasurer was found in an unconscius 


condition in his office shortly after 
Midnicht. 
About 8:30 p.m., Treasurer Krohn 


left home, telling his wife that he was 
going to the office to work on the de- 
linquent tax list. At midnight his wife 
became uneasy and started for the of- 
fice. On the way, she met Mr. Tucker, 
the town night watchman, and to- 
gether they proceeded to the office. 

The front doors were locked, but 
the watchman foreed them. On the 
floor at the door lay Mr. Krohn covered 
with blood, unconscious, and moaning. 
He had been beaten about the face 
with a “billy” or sandbag, but not fa- 
tally. | 

The marble floor of the office’ is 
marked with a trail of blood from the 
vault to the front door, where the 
wounded treasurer evidently dragged 
himself on his hands and knees. 

The safe was empty, about $50 in 
tilver and a few gold pieces were scat- 
tered on the floor. 

It was found that-the rear door had 
been forced open, and as blood was 
found on the rear porch it is conjec- 
tured that the robbers fled by that exit. 
A broken pane was discovered in the 
Window separating the office from the 
hallway. Three stone drills were found 
In the office, and evidently one of these 


_ had been used to break the glass. 


At about 11:30 o'clock last night. Mr. 
Tucker from a point in the vicinity of 
the treasurer's office heard what he 
thought was the breaking of glass. He 
made an investigation, but he discov- 
Pred nothing wrong. 

Mrs. Krohn and Mr. Tucker entered 
the office shortly after 12 o'clock. By 
that time Mr. Krohn had partly re- 
vived and drageged himself to the door. 

Clews are very slight. In a semi- 
conscious moment, Treasurer Krohn 
inquired, “Did yeu get. them?” This 
would indicate that two or more men 
were implicated. The men were seen 
riding the blind baggage as the .12 
o'clock south-bound train pulled , out, 

The booty secured was probably only 
a few hundred dollars, since the taxes 
were turned over to the county officials 
on May 1.

CULD-BLOODED MURDER. 


INDIAN SHOOTS A WHITE MAN ON 

McCLINTOCK RIVER, 

Two Men Prospecting tn Alaska Go 

into Camp—The Indians Close In. 

White Men Take to Their Boat, 

but One is Killed. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SKAGUAY, May 20.—Wired from 
San Francisco, May 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A tragedy that may be the 
forerunner of an Indian outbreak took 
place last Monday on. McClintock River, 
which empties into the lower end of 
Lake Tagish. Particulars were brought 
in by Charles Sperry. 

While poling a boat down the river 
two white men, Thomas Fox and Wil- 
liam Méehan, were fired upon by In- 
dians armed with rifles. At the first 
discharge Meehan toppled over dead, 
with a bullet in his heart. A second 
bullet entered Fox's left breast above 
the heart, passing out at the back. 

Fox reached the shore and made his 
way to a settlement by Lake Tagish, 
where he told his story. He and Mee- 
han had several days before gone up 
McClintock River on a_ prospecting 
trip. About. twenty miles from the 
River's mouth they found indications of 
gold, and going into camp they began 
to sink a shaft. . 

That night their fire attracted the 
attention of some Indians who were in 
the neighborhood. These came _ into 
view next day, contenting themselves, 
however, with watching from a dis- 
tance the work of the two whites. They 
are Hootalinqua River Sticks, and Fox 
thinks there were about eighty in the 
band. Most of them appeared to be 
armed. 

On Monday morning, Fox and 
Meehan observed the Indians closing 
in upon them, evidently with hostile 
intent. The whites took to their boat. 
The Indians raced toward the river 
bank, and two of the foremost bucks 
stopped, tock deliberate aim and fired, 
killing Meehan and wounding Fox so 
that he lay in the boat as one dead. 
The Indians then looted the camp of 
the white men. 

Two bucks were arrested, and the 
confession of one, led to the discovery 
of many outfits, probably stolen from 
other prospectors. The Indians  ars« 
rested are in danger of lynching. The 
entire tribe is jealous of the influx of 
whites, and a general uprising is 
feared.

_ TO OWN ITS LIGHTS. 


PLAN BY WHICH CITY MAY AC- 
QUIRE VALUABLE PROPERTY. 


Much Interest in Today’s Fire-bond 
Election—New Conduit System 
to Be Laid. 


PETE GARCIA FOUND GUILTY.

HENRY H. METCALF LECTURED BY 
THE COURT AND FINED. 


The Sensational Jarolamen Divorce 
Suit Carried Over Indefinitely. 
(The Carse Damage Suit 
Knocked Out. 


The members of the City Council 
were at work on a plan which they be- 
lieve will secure to the city better light- 
i service at a greatly reduced cost. 
The plan is for the city to acquire 
ownership of the system of wires neces- 
sary for lighting the city and to let by 
contract only the furnishing of lamps 
and power. The tall masts are to be 
dispensed with, and if the plan is 
adopted it will mean at least twenty- 
eight additional lights in each ward 
and lights all night every night in the 
year. 

The election for the purpose of as- 
certaining the wishes of the people on 
the question of issuing the proposed 
fire-department and bridge bonds will 
be held today. It is believed that the 
bonds will carry. The location of the 
voting places are published below, 

Another conduit system is to be es- 
tablished. The Los Angeles Electric 
Company yesterday took out permits 
to lay conduits in all the streets in 
the conduit district except Main street. 
There is every prospect of a fight in 
the City Council over the matter of an 
additional extension of the time in 
which the wires must be put under- 
ground. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
held but a brief session yesterday, most 
of which was spent in the discussion 
of today’s bond election. 

The Los Angeles Water Company has 
filed its property statement with the 
City Assessor for purpose of taxation. 
The value of the holdings of the com- 
pany is placed at a higher figure than 


_ that of last year. 


The final inspection of Main street 
today will be important to property- 
owners along that thoroughfare, and 
all protestants are requested to meet 
the officials, who will conduct the in- 
spection this morning at 10 o'clock. 

After being out about three and a 
half hours the jury in the case of Pedro 
Garcia, on trial for the murder of 
Charles Collins returned a verdict of 
guilty in the first degree, and fixed 
the punishment at imprisonment for 
life. Today Marie Garcia, the woman 
who passed as the wife of Pedro, will 
be brought to trial for participation in 
the same crime. 

The case of Henry H. Metcalf, who 
was convicted of assault with a deadly 
weapon upon F. J. Day last week, was 
ended yesterday by Judge Smith in- 
flicting a fine of $500 upon the defend- 
ant. The business standing of Mr. 
Metcalf and the fact that a civil suit 
for $25,000 is pending against him, pro- 
voked a rather unusual amount of in- 
terest in the case, which was evinced 
by a large attendance in Department 
One yesterday. 

Judge Van Dyke very promptly 
granted the motion for a non-suit upon 
arguments being concluded in the dam- 
age suit of Norman M. Carse against 
the Southern California Railroad, he 
holding that under the rulings the case 
was clearly one of contributory negli- 
gence on the part of the plaintiff. 

Either by an oversight or design the 
opposing counsel in. the sensational 
Jarolamen divorce suit did not appear 
when the case was called in Depart- 
ment Six yesterday, and Judge Allen 
ordered the case from the calendar.

CITY LIGHTING SYSTEM. 


PLAN TO SECURE ONE APPROVED 
BY COUNCILMEN, 


Fire Department Bond Election To- 
day—Meeting of the Fire Com. 
missioners — Main-street Inspec- 
tion—Another Conduit System, 


If a plan that has been carefully ar- 
ranged by several members of the City 
Council is adopted the city will soon 
practically own its lighting system. 
The plan has been under consideration 
for several weeks, and has been closely 
guarded in order that the details could 
be arranged. These details have not 
been completed fully, but the plan has 
been perfected far enough to know just 
what is intended. 

Brjefly stated, the plan is this: The 
city will advertise for bids for erect- 
ing poles and wires necessary to the 
proper lighting of the city, and if the 
bids are low enough some company 
will be awarded the contract of erect- 
ing these poles and wires, which will 
become the property of the city. After 
the city shall have acquired ownership 
of this system, which will be a com- 
plete lighting system except that the 
city will have no power plant, bids 
will be advertised for for furnishing 
the current with which to supply the 
lights. The successful bidder will be 
given the contract for lighting the city 
ofer the city’s wires, with the under- 
Standing that the lights are to be main- 
tained properly, cleaned, supplied with 
carbons, and all necessary work done, 
the company to furnish the lamps. 

The ta!l masts in various parts of 
the city, thirty-six in number, are to 
be taken down and in their places six 
arc lamps are to be placed at street in- 
tersections. In addition to this increase 
in the number of lights, there are to 
be also twenty additional] lights to each 
ward, which, with those taken from the 
tall masts, would maké a total of twen- 
ty-eight to each ward. 

The increase in the number of lights 
is but one feature of importance, for 
it is intended to have the lamps lighted 
all night every night in the year if the 
new. plan is adopted. 

e manner of acquiring this system 
is simple. When the Council meets a 
week from next Monday, the City Elec- 
trician will submit an estimate of the 
cost of the establishment of such a 
‘System of wires, and, based upon that 
estimate, two sets of bids will be in- 
vited. The first will be a straight bid 


se for lighting the city without reference 


to the city’s owning the wires. or poles. 
This will be the same as if the bidding 
companies desired to compete with the 
present contracting company for the 
contract. The reason for asking for 
these bids thus early is that the suc- 
eessful bidder, if it be any other than 
the Los Angeles Electric Company, will 
have an opportunity between the time 
gf the acceptance of its bid apd the ex- 


heen using another 


piration of the contract at the end of 
the year, to put in the plant needed 
for lighting the city. 

The other bid which will be invited 
will be to erect a system of poles and 
wires for the city, which the city will 
pay for and own, throughout the city, 
with no reference to the lighting of the 
streets, only the means for conveying 
the current being desired. If the price 
quoted by the lowest bidder is low 
enough, the Council will order a bond 
election for the establishment of such 
a system, and if the bonds carry, the 
wires and poles will be erected. Then 
at the end of the present contract with 
the Los Angeles Electric Company, the 
city will advertise for bids for furnish- 
ing lamps and sufficient current to 
light the city over the city’s system. 

The price per lamp at present is now 
about $9. If the city owned its own 
wires and bought only the current, it 
is believed that the price of lights 
would be cut in two, and that $4.50 
would be the maximum price. 

Of course there will be opposition to 
this plan; in fact, it has already de- 
veloped. President Cline of the Los An- 
geles Electric Company does not like 
the plan at all, for in it there is a pos- 
sibility that his company would not re- 
ceive the contract for lighting the city. 

To some of the city officials he is 
said to have made the claim that the 
abandonment of his company’s masts 
and poles would be unfair to him. This 
statement has been answered by the 
statement that in bidding for furnish- 
ing the city with a system of wires 
his company would have the advantage 
of being able to sell to the city its 
own system. Of course that system 
would have to be made to conform [to 
the specifications which the City Coun- 
cil will adopt. It will be impossible for 
the company to maintain its commer- 
cial wires on any of the poles that may 


be sold to the city, and it would there- } 


fore be necessary for the Los An- 
geles Company to make some expen- 
sive changes if it sold to the city. 

The members of the City Council are 
united in favoring the plan, and its 
final adoption will depend entirely 
upon the prices quoted by the com- 
panies, and upon the estimate which is 
to be submitted by the City Electri- 
cian. That official has been at work 
for some time on the plan, and in order 
that he might know just what the sys- 
tem will be, the several members of 
the Council have furnished him with 
lists of the locations of the proposed 
new lamps. These lists are to be used 
only as a basis for computation by the 
City Electrician of the cost of such a 
plant. The report of the electrician 
will not be ready by the next meeting 
of the City Council. but will be made 
a week later, at which time prepara- 
tions will have been made to ask for 
bids on the two propositions. 


THOROUGH INSPECTION. 


Main-street Property-owners Asked 
to Point Out Defects. : 
The final inspection of the new sur- 
face qn Main street between First and 
Ninth, which is to be made this morn- 
ing by Street Superintendent Drain 
and City Engineer Dockweiler, will be 
very thorough, and will include a per- 
sonal examination by these officers of 
every foot of the new street. The in- 
spection will begin at 10 o’clock, at 
which time -the property-owners who 
have objections to make to the accept- 
ance of the work are requested to meet 
the officers at Fourth and Main street 
afd point out any defects that they 
may desire shall be remedied. The 
work is one of the most important that 
has been done in the city, for some 
time, and it is the desire of the streét 
department that all the property-own- 
ers shall be satisfied. 


ELECTION TODAY. 


Arguments in Favor of the Fire De- 
partment Bonds. 

The few persons who are opposing the 
issue of fire-department bonds, which 
are to be voted upon today by the peo- 
ple of this city, are using argument 
ageinst the issue which is not based 
upon fact, and which shows that they 
are either misinformed about the mat- 
ter or, if not misinformed are willfully 
misinforming others. There is no claim 
made by the opponents of the bonds 
that the improvement of the Fire De- 
partment is unnecessary, but their op- 
position is based upon the idea that 
there are better ways of improving the 
department than those proposed in the 
bond issue. The great point which the 
opponents of the bonds seek to make 
is that with the acquisition of the water 
plant by the city the pressure will be 
greater, and that the services of fire 
engines would be unnecessary. They 
argue that if a high reservoir were 
placed above the level of the city, the 
pressure would be great enough to sup- 
ply all demands, and in case of fire 


| would give a standing pressure on the 


pipes of say 100 pounds to the square 
inch, or sufficient to produce one stream 
as large as that thrown by any of the 
fire engines. 

This supposition has been refuted in 
several ways by the city authorities in- 
terested in the bond issue. They assert 
that even if the change proposed by 
those opposed to the bonds were to be 
made, it would take years to accom- 
plish it. In the mean time the city 
would be without adequate fire protect- 
tion, as it is at present. Even if this 
increased pressure were at hand and 
could be turned into the pipes at a 
moment’s notice, it is certain that the 
pipes would not stand such a pressure 
and that the plumbing in all of the 
buildings in the city would have to be 
strengthened. By depending on the in- 
creased pressure alone, a big fire could 
not be coped with in the same manner 
as with steamers, because’ every 
stream taken from the water mains 
would greatly decrease the pressure, 
and it would be impossible to direct 
any great volume of water on the fire. 

Another argument used against this 
claim is that if the pressure could be 
obtained it would be necessary to have 
the hose-houses even if the steamers 
were dispensed with. In this connec- 
tion it is pointed out that the total 
amount which is to be expended for 
new steam fire engines is less than 
$20,000. 

Instead of increasing the taxation 
the bond issue will decrease it after 
the first year, because there will be al- 
ways a reduction in the amount of the 
bonds outstanding from year to year, 
and from the start there will be less 
expense in interest than there is now 
on the item of rent alone. The rental 
paid by the city for the quarters occu- 
pied by the department is upward of 
$8000 per annum, while the interest 
on the bonds will be but $6000 for the 
first year and will be gradually less 
year by year until the entire amount 
has been paid. 

A larger vote on the proposition is ex- 
pected to be polled today than at the 
former election for that purpose. The 
members of the fire department have 
been working hard for the issue, and 
through their efforts many votes will 
be polled. 

Opponents of the bond issue have 
false argument 
against the measure by saying that,

as the limit of bonded indebtedness is 


fixed by statute, the issue of the fire 
bonds would bring the total up to such 
a figure that it would then be impos- 
sible to vote bonds for the purchase 
of the water plant. Inquiry yesterday 
at the office of the City Attorney 
elicited the information that the limit 
of bonded indebtedness of this city, ex- 
cept for water and sewer purposes, is 
fixed at $2,000,000, but that the exception 
is almost without limit. In other 
words, the city could incur a bonded in- 
debtedness of $2,000,000 and then vote 
such water bonds as desired. The 
present bonded indebtedness of the city 
is about $1,350,000, and if the bonds 
carry jt will be about a million and a 
half dollars, leaving fully half a mil- 
lion for any purpose that the people

ANOTHER CONDUIT, 


Los Angeles Electric Company Se. 
cures Permits to Bury Wires, 


The Los Angeles Electric Company 
has secured permits to lay a conduit 
System in the streets included in the 
conduit district with the exception of 
Main street, and it is probable that 
the. work of laying its underground 
system will begin at once. Whether it 
will be completed within the ninety 
days’ extension granted by the City 
Council for the placing of the wires of 
the company and other electrical com- 
panies underground, is not known, but 
it is now hardly possible for the com- 
pany to comply with the ordinance 
within that limit, which will expire on 
July 3. 

The action of the Los Angeles com- 
pany is the result of a split between 
them and the San _ Gabriel Electric 
Company, the exact cause of which is 
not known. At the time that the sev- 
eral companies interested appeared be- 
fore the Council committee and asked 
that the time for a compliance with 
the ordinance be extended ninety days, 
President Cline of the Los Angeles com- 
pany announced that his company 
would be the first to have its wires and 
poles down. He stated that he had se- 
cured the use of several of the ducts in 
the San Gabriel company’s conduit and 
was equipped so that he could assure 
the Council that the ordinance would 
be complied with in that time. 

Since then, however, there has been 
a quarrel between the two companies, 
and the result is that the Los Angeles 
company must now put down its own 
conduits—one of the most extensive 
pieces of work in that line that has 
yet been done. Tnat it is impossible to 
complete this work by July 3 is certain. 
The company might get all its wires 
underground, but it would be impos- 
sible for it to make all the connections 
necessary, and therefore another ex- 
tension of time would be necessary. 
For that extension the officers of the 
company are already making prepa- 
rations. President Cline was at the City 
Hall yesterday in consultation with 
the Mayor on the subject, but just 
what the result of that interview was 
is not known. The permits for the work 
were issued by the street department, 
and Main street was excepted because 
the surface of that street has already 
been laid and the Street Superintendent 
bas refused to let any company cut 
its surface. Just what will be done by 
the company 
is probable that an appeal will be 
made to the City Council Monday ask- 
ing the right ‘to place conduits in-uny 
of the streets. 


TALKED FIRE BONDS. 
Fire Commissioners Doing What 
They Can for the Issue. 

So little business was before the 
Board of Fire Commissioners yesterday 
that their regular session lasted only 
about fifteen minutes. The members re- 
mained much longer, however, discuss- 
ing today’s fire-bond election, and de- 
vising means by which to interest the 
people in the matter. 

A. P. Cross, who has the city con- 
tract for sprinkling the streets, ap- 
plied to the board for the purchase of 
400 feet of old fire hose. Chief Moore 
Stated that he had that amount of 
hose on hand. which had been con- 
demned for fire use, and which he was 
able to sell. Asked what the price would 
be, the Chief placed 30 cents per foot 
as the figure. ihe sale of 400 feet of the 
condemned hose at that price was au- 
thorized by the commission. The pay 
roll of the fire department for the 
month of May, amounting to $5452.60, 
was approved. 

The Chief reported the following fires 
during the week ending May 24: May 
18, 6:55 p.m., box 52, false alarm; May 
19, 4:10 p.m., telephone alarm, office of 
A. Young's stockyards, Mission Road, 
caused by explosion of gasoline, loss 
$10; May 20, 10:20 a.m., box 79, cot- 
tage No. 1300 East Adams _ street, 
caused by kitchen stove, loss $1000; 
May 24, 6:20 a.m., telephone alarm, No. 
737 South Olive street, caused by explo- 
sion of a gasoline stove, loss $10. 

The report was received and filed. 

That concluded the regular business 
of the session, and the Commissioners 
began the discussion of the bond elec- 
tion today. Commissioner Wells called 
aitention to the argument being used 
by opponents of the bonds that the 
purchase of new apparatus was not 
necessary, inasmuch as the proposed 
improvement of the city water service 
could be improved by the construction 
of reservoirs which would give sufficient 
pressure to render the services of en- 
gines unnecessary. Commissioner Wells 
stated that it might be years before 
such improvements were made, if they 
were ever made, and even if they now 
existed they would not give the city 
the fire service which is desiref. “If 
there were a reservoir 200 feet above 
the city containing millions of gallons 
of water,” said Mr Wells, “it might 
give a pressure on the pipes of, say, 
100 pounds, That would be sufficient for 
small fires, but in event of a large fire 
every stream taken from the mains 
would decrease the pressure until there 
would be only small streams flowing 
from each line of hose. It is not re- 
membered in this proposition that even 
if the reservoir were constructed, the 
hose-company houses would be neces- 
sary. What is needed in a big fire is a 
volume of water, and that plan would 
not give the sufficient volume. I do 
not think the plan is at all feasible. lt 
is not used in any of the :arger cities 
of the country.” 

Chief Moore took the same view of 
the matter. The adoption of the Holly 
system (that of pumping directly into 
the pipes and giving as great a water 
pressure as was required,) was sug- 
gested to him. “That would be very 
well in cities that were fixed for it, but 
in this city the plumbing in private 
residences would not stand the pres- 
sure required for fire purposes. The 
bonds will be issued, if the vote is 
right, for just what the department 
needs. The matter has been studied for 
weeks and months, and it is vitally 
necessary that the new engine com- 
panies be established. We are simply 
following what the experience of older 
fire departments has found to be what 
is needed. If the people properly under- 
stood the matter, there would not be 
a dissenting vote on the bond issue.” 

The other members of the Commis- 
sion were equally in earnest in favor 
of the bond proposition, and all of 
them will work for it today. 


Water Company’s Property. 

The Los Angeles City Water Company 
has filed in the office of the City As- 
sessor its schedule of assessment for 
the current year, giving its valuation 
of its property. The company places 
a higher total of value upon its prop- 
erty than was assessed last year, al- 
though it divides it differently.- Its 
estimate of the value of its plant, in- 
cluding pipe lines, valves, etc., is $750,- 
000, and on its franchise $75,000. The 
first ficure ig $150,000 higher than last 


remains to be seen. It.

PEDRO GARCIA TO BE IMPRISONED 
FOR LIFE. 


H. H. Metcalf Resceives a Lecture 
nnd a Fine—The Carse Damage 
Suit Non-Suited — Judge Shaw 
Hits Persistent Litigants. 


Owing to the absence 6f attorneys on 
both sides in the divorce suit of Saral 
N. Jarolamen against Dr. J. C Jarol:- 
men, which was set for trial in Le- 
partment Six yesterday, Judge Allen 
ordered it struck from the calendar, 
and it will now have to be reset. 

The suit is a rather interesting one 
on account of the age and standing of 
the parties to it. The plaintif can- 
fessed to being 73 years of age, and 
says that her husband is just ten years 
younger. At the time of their mar- 
riage in lllinois in 1866, she possessed 
property valued at $3000, while her 
husband was at that time without any 
means. Her demand for divorce is 
made on the ground that her husband 
has treated her cruelly by being cross 
and morose and abusive to her, and 
has denounced her as a lunatic, and 
threatened to send her to an asylum, 
thereby making people believe she was 
of unsound mind. By reason of her 
advanced age, Mrs. Jarolamen claims 
that she is easily influenced for good 
or ill, and her life has been made in- 
tolerable. 

t the time of their marriage, Mrs. 
Jarolamen had two children by a pre- 
vious marriage, a boy and a girl. and 
her husband, she claims, treated them 
so unkindly and abused them in her 
presence to such an extent that the 
girl died. More recently he forbade 
the son to bestow those little attentions 
upon his mother which she so loved, 
and the son liked to pay, and prohib- 
ited all visits. In December of last 
year her grandson brought her a black- 
berry pie, and a few other delicacies, 
which drove the doctor almost frantic 
with rage. He cursed and abused his 
wife, her son and grandson, and for- 
bade her receiving anything from her 
son, saying “he would be if he 
wanted any of the family to come in 
his house, and that he didn’t want any 
of their help.’’ For the six months pre- 
vious to the filing of the suit, Dr. 
Jarolamen, so his wife alleges, refused 
to speak to her and when he did do so 
at the table he was so profane and 
abusive she could not endure the shame 
and disgrace. 

Mrs. Jarolamen further complains 
that she is cooped up in one room in 
a house called a ‘sanitarium.” where 
all kinds of patients are gathered to- 
gether, and where she has to sniff the 
fumes of tobacco. whether sne likes it 
or not. 

In 1896 the couple came to Los Ange- 
les and purchased a lot on Hoover, 
near Twenty-second street. The wife 
advanced part of the money to make 
the purchase, and, upon her husband 
representing the advantages of having 
a home in their old age, contributed 
$2000 toward building one. Instead of 
building a home, as his wife und=2r- 
stood the term. the doctor put up a 
sanitarium. All of these provocations 
have prompted the plaintiff to appiy 
for a divorce, and she asks that she 
granted in addition a half-interest in 
the Hoover-street property, half of the 
community property, $5000 as alimony 
and $500 as attorneys’ fees. 

In filing his answer and cross-com- 
plaint, Dr. Jarolamen tells the other 
side of the story. After specifically 
denying all the ellegations of cruelty 
made by his wife, he claims that she 
has a most violent temper and jealous 
disposition. that has caused all the 
trouble. For days she would remain 
sulky, and at others become hysterical 
in her abuse for offenses that existed 
only in her imagination. He asserts 
that the sanitarium was built with his 
wife’s consent. but she was of such a 
curious disposition that she contracted 
the habit of listening at the doors and 
peeking through the keyhole of the pa- 
tients’ rooms, and also the operating- 
room when operations were being per- 
formed, and that she annoyed and 
harassed the inmates beyond measure. 

The doctor mentions the names of a 
number of patients to whom his wife 
had remarked of him that he was “a 
small, mean man,” and in speaking to 
a Mrs. M. A. Little in this regard, Mrs. 
Jerolamen asked her how she would 
like to have to keep a house of prosti- 
tution. To other ofthe female pa- 
tients she applied most opprobrious 
terms, and altogether. according to Dr. 
Jarolamen’s account, his wife contrived 
to introduce an amount of ginger into 
the quiet sanitarium that was scarcely 
conducive to the health or peace of 
mind of the patients. 

The doctor claims that his wife is 
possessed of property valued at $6300, 
and that property which he possesses in 
his own right amounts to $7500. In 
asking that a decree be granted to him, 
he also asks that the court order the

THE METCALF TROUBLE. 


Judge Smith Reviews the Case and 
Inflicts a Heavy Fine. 

The courtroom was crowded yester- 
day morning to hear sentence passed 
upon Henry H. Metcalf, for an assault 
with a deadly weapon upon F. J. Day 
on the 14th of last March. of which of- 
fense he was convicted last week. The 
business and social standing of the de- 
fendant has been such that the great- 
est interest was manifested in the 
trial and culminated yesterday in De- 
part One when sentence was passed. 

Counsel for the defense moved for a 
new trial on the regular statutory 
grounds, and the motion was promptly 
dented. Preliminary to the actual pass- 
ing of sentence Judge Smith: indulged 
bimself by delivering a short homily 
on the case. 

“This is an offense, Mr. Metcalf,” re- 
marked the court, “under which the 
court has it in its discretion to make 
it a felony or a misaemeanor. Upon 
careful thought and reflection I have 
decided to impose a fine upon you, and 
not the higher penalty. At the same 
time I deem it my duty to say to you 
that I regard it as one of the most un- 
provoked and atrocious assaults upon 
a man that we have had in this court 
for years. I cannot reconcile it upon 
any theory with the action of a rational] 
man. I can conceive how a man moved 
by a sudden passion possibly might do 
‘hat thing, but you went deliberately 
and purchased a cane and followed the 
man up with the intent to strike him 
2 most wicked blow. If you had hit 
him upon the nose, as you intended, 
there exists no power on earth that 
could save you from the State's prison. 
Undoubedly a blow of that kind would 
have absolutely obliterated the man’s 
nose’, and under our statute you would 
have been held guilty of mayhem, and 
you could not have escaped the State's 
prison. How you can reconcile that 
kind of conduct with any theory or idea 
of intelligent, rational acticn, I can- 
not conceive. I don’t care what the 
provocation was, vou had had time to 
cool off. Tc follow up a_ defenceless 
man, attack him unawares, as you did, 
is an astounding proposition to this 
court. 

“But you have shown a most excel- 
lent character, according to witnesses, 
who are men of high standing and 
above reproach; you have always main- 
tained a high and honorabie character 
among your fellow-men, and I think 
your friends must be at a loss to know 
how you came to commit this act 
charged against you. I can’t understand 
it—but that’s neither here or there. 

“In view of the fact that you have 
shown such an excellent character, and 
believing you to be a man of integrity, 
honor and high standing among all your 
friends. and in your business relations, 
I have decided to impose a fine upon 
you as light as I can under the cir- 
cumstances.” 

The court then levied a fine of $590, 
with the usual alternative of 250 days 
in jail, being a statutory rate of $2 
for each day. A twenty-four hours’ stay 
of execution was granted. 

This ends the criminal side to tm 
Day-Metcalf trouble, but the civil! ent 
instituted by Day, fo recover $25.000 
as damages, will come up before Judge 
Allen on Monday next, to be set for 
hearing. 


FOR ATTORNEY’S FEES, 


Useless Contests on Mechanics Lien 
Discouraged. 

In the suit of Kelch against Tally 
et al., Judge Shaw yesterday handed 
down an opinion wherein he allowed 
attorneys’ fees at the rate of 10 per 
cent., upon the amount of each claim, 
but not less than $5 in each case. The 
case was one of foreclosure of mechan- 
ics’ liens. The contractor abandoned the 
building and a number of persons 
claimed liens upon the portion of the 
contract price settled “by the court at 
$1035.28. Tally, the owner, offered to 
distribute this amount, before the suit 
was begun, if they would agree among 
themselves as to. their respective 
claims. They refused to do so, each one 
demanding payment in full. and then 
Tally paid the amount into court. 
Again the amount was disputed, a trial! 
resulted, and the court found in ac- 
cordance with the allegations of the 
answer. The lien-holders claimed they 
wer entitled t6 attorneys’ fees to he 
paid by Tally, and upon this point the 
court has now ruled. 

It is held that an owner cannot be 
muleted for more than the contract 
price under the guise of attorneys’ fees 
for services rendered in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to make him pay more 
than the true amount of the contract 
price applicable to Hens, in a case 
where he has always been able, ready 
and willing to pay the true amouat, 
and has tendered it in court. Tally was 
successful in the contest. He was not 
himself in fault, and therefore the bal- 
ance of the contract price is held to be 
the limit of his liability. As to costs, 
there is no doubt of Tally’s right to 
recover his costs in the contest forced 
upon him. As all the claimants united 
in the contest against him, the court 
holds they are equally liable for the 
costs, and they should be paid to him 
first out of the money paid into court. 
This being so, the court holds that as 
equity requires that

should apportion this burden among 
themselves according to their respec 


tive interests in the fund in court, 
and as this can best be done by pay- 
ing costs in a lump sum and distribut- 
ing the balance among the claimants, 
and as this method will also protect 
the claimants as against each other 


from failure to contribute to the com- 
mon burden, the decree has been made 
in the form of a percentage upon each 
claim. 

The court has also held that each 
claimant is also entitled to his attor- 
neys’ fees against all the other claim- 
ants, but these fees are to be limited 
to fees for such services as were nec 
essarily rendered in the foreclosure of 
the lien, and not including fees for 
services renuered in the unsuccessful 
attempt to make the owner pay a sum 
for which he was not liable. As the 
services of the atiorneys were chiefly 
directed to the futile contest, without 
which there would have been no law- 
suit, the court has fixed the rate at 
10 per cent. 


THE GARCIA CASE, 


Verdict of Murder in the First De- 
gree, but Pete Will not Hang. 

In the murder trial of Pedro Garcia, 
more popularly known as “Indian 
Pete.” the case was given to the jury 
yesterday afternoon at 4:50 o'clock, 
after the entire day had been taken up 
in argument by counsel on either side. 

Upon the court reconvening in the 
morning F. M-eSallee, Esq., of counsel 
forthe #iefense, resumed his arguinent 
of the day before and dwelt upon cer- 
tain discrepancies in the case of the 
prosecution against his client. He made 
the most of these without, however, 
touching other than lightly upon those 
points vital to the issue. Attorney Al- 
lender, also for the defense, made a 
protracted argument. In adverting to 
the points in the case which the fpros- 
ecution had tried to show were evi- 
dences of guilt, and which counsel ap- 
peared to think made his clients’ inno- 
cence as clear as the noon day sun, he 
ejaculated “My God!" so often that it 
lost its effect as a pious exclamation, 
and appeared to be just a bit of side 
cussing. in which counsel was indulg- 
ing at the expense of the Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney. Finally Judge Smith 
rebuked Mr. Allender, and from thence 
on the attorney did not offend in this 
Way again. 

In closing for the people, Mr. Mc- 
Comas spoke for about an hour and a 
half. At 4:25 Judge Smith began his 
instructions to the jury, and at 4.50 
the jury retired to the jury room in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff Marsh. At 
8:35 the jury returned into court. The 
defendant had been brought over from 
the jail. His swarthy face was paler 
as he sat awaiting the verdict, but be- 
yond that he seemed undisturbed. Be- 
ing asked to declare their verdict, the 
foreman, P. R. Warren, returned it as 
murde: in the first degree, the jury, 
however, exercising its prerogative and 
fixing the penalty at imprisonment for 
life. Attorney Allender asked that the 
jury be polled, and that done, Judge 
Smith set Saturday for sentence. 

From the time that the first ballot 
was taken in the jury room there was 
no difference among the jurors as to 
the. guilt of the defendant, but they 
were divided on the penalty, and many 
ballots were taken before a unanimous 
return was made of imprisonment for 
life 


A NON-SUIT GRANTED. 


N. M. Carse Out of Health and Out 
of Pocket by His Mishap. 

In the damage suit of Norman M. 
Carse, the chicken rancher, to recover 
the Southern California 
Railroad Company, Judge Van Dyke 
yesterday granted the motion of de- 
fendants’ counsel for a non-suit. 

The jury were again retired, upon 
court reconvening, and Clinton N. 
Sterry, Esq., counsel for the defendant 
corporation, resumed his argument on 
his motion for a non-suit, and counsel 
for the plaintiff replied also at length. 
In rendering its decision, the court 
said that in the face of the numerous 
decisions of the Supreme Court, there 
was no use in sending such a case of 
contributory negligence to the jury. 
When the plaintiff was driving in his 
wagon toward the railroad _ track, 
Judge Van Dyke held that it was his 
duty, upon passing the line of build- 
ings on Walnut street, to stop and lis- 
ten if a train was approaching, he be- 
ing fully aware that trains ran past 
that point more or less frequently. In- 
deed, not only had the Supreme Court 
held to that effect, but that the mere 
fact of the existence of the track itself 
constituted a sufficient warning. 

The court quoted an Oakland case 
when the train was going at the rate of 
thirty-five miles an hour, and no whis- 
tle or bell was sounded, and yet be- 
cause the injured party had not 
stopped and looked and listened, the 
Supreme Court held that he had cen- 
tributed by his negligence to his own 
undoing, despite the exceedingly high 
rate of speed of the train ‘and the 
omission of any warning signal, show- 
ing negligence on the part of that rail. 
road company. 

Under these circumstances the non- 
suit was granted.

MRS. LINDSEY ACQUITTED. 


Her Cousin Later Thamped Her Hus. 
band for His Accusations. 

Mrs. Wingate Lindsey, who had been 
on trial in Justice Morrison’s court 
for illicit relations with a tamale 
manufacturer named Frank Raposes, 
was acquitted by a jury yesterday 
morning. The complainant in the case 
was the woman's husband, and he re 
ceived a trouncing from Al James, 
Mrs. Lindsey's cousin, on the street in 
front of the jail immediately after 
the verdict of acquittal was rendered. 

The trouble started instantly the 
crowd left the courtroom, Mrs. Lind- 
sey was soon surrounded by her 
friends and fellow-rejoicers, and Mr, 
Lindsey by his sympathizing friends. 
Arrived at the foot of the stairs lead- 
ing from the second floor, where the 
Justice courts are, Mrs. Lindsey is said 
to have encouraged her cousin, Al 
James, to strike her husband, and, if 
possible, to do likewise ‘to “Habeas 
Corpus” Ladd, his attorney. She as- 
sured him she would pay any fine that 
might be assessed against him for hs 
actions. 

James is but a one-armed man, 
though unusually powerful in the 
member that is left him. After saying 
something taunting to Lindsey, no 
shot out his right arm and landed 
the “fist of it on Lindsey’s neck uear 
the jugular vein. Victory was an- 
noyingly easy for Mr. James, and he 
was about to turn his attention to At- 
torney Ladd, who had made some 

rong assertions against Mrs. Lind- 
sey.in his concluding argument in the 
courtroom, when Deputy Constable 
Mugnemi appeared and dispersed the 
crowd. 

The California statutes in an affair 
of this kind are materially different 
from those of other States, and Jus- 
tice Morrison, in giving his instrue- 
tions to the jury, told them that it 
was not proven that there was be- 
tween Mrs. Lindsey and Frank Rapore 
open and promiscuous cohabitation, 
for, according to the law, that phase 
alone is a crime. He suggested, there- 
fore. that the defendant be acquitted.

A BRITISH-AMERICAN ALLIANCE. 

The continual harping by statesmen, 
orators, after-dinner speakers and 
newspaper writers on the subject of 
an alliance between the mother coun- 
try and her fair daughter of the 
Western hemisphere, is causing nu- 
merous patriotic Americans no end 
of anxiety, and one of these is the 
editor of that sterling newspaper, the 
San Francisco Chronicle, who ap- 
pears to have become possessed of 
the idea that there is really some- 
thing in this beside the interchange 
of graceful civilities, and hence he 
raises up his voice in protest in these 
words: . 

“Since the war with Spain began, 
the efforts of British statesmen, not 
only to bring about Anglo-Saxon, 
‘solidarity, but to convince the world} 
that it is now practically achieved, 
have been redoubled. There is, it 
seems, a crisis between England and 
France over the possession of a point 
of vantage about the headwaters of 
the Nile. If, by menacing France 
with an alliance of the two great 
English-speaking nations, Great 
Britain can force the intrusive Gauls 
cut of their West African base, then 
Selisburian diplomacy will have 
gained a decisive point. That France 


ment because of racial duality as well 
as quality of civilization, is entirely 
right and proper, and deserving of 
encouragement. Further than this, 
however, no American should desire 
to go except in a last extremity, and 
we do not doubt that is the real 
sentiment in the land beyond the 
foam. 


TODAY'S ELECTION. 

The voters of Los Angeles will to- 
day be called upon to decide upon 
two questions, which are of great im- 
portance to the municipality—the is- 
suing of bonds for increased effec- 
tiveness of the fire department, and 
for the construction of bridges. | 

In such cases, it is often taken for 
granted that bonds will be carried. 
Many will probably take this view of 
the case in Los Angeles, but it is not 
always safe to do so. Such an elec- 
tion is often lost through the care- 
lessness of citizens who take things 
for granted. 

The two propositions are separate. 
In the case of the fire bonds, the 
city asks for $150,000, to purchase 
sites for engine-houses and the con- 
struction of suitable buildings with 
the equipment of them. This im- 
provement is much needed. As THE 
Times has shown, the amount paid 
out annually for rental of engine- 
houses is nearly $7000, while the total 
intereat on the proposed loan of $150,- 
000, at 4 per cent., will not exceed 
$6000. Should the bonds be carried, 
five additional engine-houses will be 
built, giving fire protection in local- 
ities which are now at the mercy of 
the “‘fire fiend.” 

An argument has been advanced 
in certain quarters against 
suance of bonds for an improved fire 
service, to the effect that in case the 
city should acquire the Los Angeles 
water system, as it probably will, 
arrangements could be made to se- 
cure water service under pressure, 
for fire purposes, thus obviating the 
necessity of fire engines and fire 
houses. In reply to this argument, 
it is only necessary to state that the 
pipes of the present system are abso- 
lutely incapable of withstanding a 
sufficient pressure to be used in case 
of a conflagration. They would all 
burst, and, moreover, so would the 
pipes in residences, so that to pro- 
vide for such a system an expenditure 
of several million dollars would be 


and her ally would be turned thereby 
against America bothers Salisbury 
not at dll.

We can 
imagine no wiser move in the sphere 
of international politics. Certainly it 
would be received with apger anu 
disgust at Madrid, where the hope is 
cherished that Continental Europe 
will be forced to side with Spain 
against us, as would be the case if 
we should array ourselves with Eng- 
land against Continental Europe. 
The moment the United States makes 
it clear that she will stand _ alone, 
Spain will cast about in vain for any 
sign of good will in Old-World chan- 
celleries. Is not that vastly more im- 
portant to us than the _ future of 
British control of the Soudan or of 
the commercial entrepots of China?” 

As has been advanced more than 
once in these columns, there is no 
sentiment abroad, in this land at least, 
for any other alliance than one of 
friendlfhess, good fellowship, and in 
Opposition to a disposition on the 
part of the mother country to take 
sides with our adversary. We cer- 
tainly prize England's friendship in 
this emergency and we would be 


churlish as well as manifestly m- 
politic to scorn its sentimental ad- 
vances. Moral support may not al- 
Ways count for much, but in the 
present instance it is an asset of 
such assured value that we cannot 
afford to ignore it, either as indi- 


viduals or as a nation, but for any 


actual alliance between the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and the 
United States, we do not believe 


there* can be found in this country 
any sympathy whatever. 

The United States cannot afford to 
contract any “entangling alliances” 
with any nation, but that does not 
preclude us as a people from being 
grateful to that great nation beyond 
the sea which speaks our language 
and rejoices in our civilization and 
enlightenment, nor does it make it an 
offense for our citizens to cluster the 
Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack

needed. 

As to the proposed issue of bonds, 
amounting to $23,000, for bridges, Tug 
Times has already shown that these 
bridges are necessary in tonnection 
with the rapid growth of the city, 
and that the citizens directly inter- 


ested in these improvements are 
strongly in favor of them. The eost 
of these improvements, distributed 


over forty years, at an interest of 4 
per cent, will not be great, and long 
before the principal and _ interest 
shall have been covered, the expendi- 
ture will have been returned tenfold 
to the section interested, as well as 
to the city at large. 

Yet another thing is to be consid- 
ered in this connection. For a long 
time past an effort has been made to 
secure the construction of tunnels 
through West Third street and Broad- 
way, in order to unite the sec- 
tions lying just outside of those 
points with the business center. It 
was intended to have these improve- 
ments included in the present bond 
issue, but it was considered better to 
make the elections separate. At the 
same time, assurance was given by 
citizens living on the hills that they 
would support the issue of bridge 
bonds, in consideration of an agree- 
ment that those who are interested 
in the bridges would vote for the 
necessary tunnel improvements. The 
hill folks are ready to do their share, 
and rely upon the people of the plains 
to reciprocate. All of these improve- 
nents are for the good of Greater Los 
Angeles. ; 

Finally, it may be pointed out that 
such necessary work as this will 
serve a double object, in giving em- 
ployment to many worthy people at 
a time when work is scarce. 

From all points of view, the fire 
and bridge bonds are a “good thing” 
and should be “pushed along” by the 
voters.

Itinerary of Medich! Examinations. 

Recruiting at the Armory Tem- 


porarily Suspended — Guns for 
Coast Defense Promised. 


Since the Seventh Regiment departed 
for San Francisco, things have been 
comparatively quiet at the various re- 
cruiting headquarters, though work 
has been vigorously pushed forward, 
and considerable progress made in per- 
fecting the enlisted men in the mazes of 
regulation drill.

These examinations will be merely 
preliminary and provisional. A more 
rigid examination will come later, when 
muster into actual service under army 
regulations is held.

MUSICAL MENTION. 


The advance sale of seats for the 
Ysaye-Gerardy-Lachaume concerts will 
open this morning at 9 o’clock at the 
Fitzgerald Music and Piano Company. 

Ordinary newspaper comments of 
Ysaye have become superfluous. Long 
before he left his own city he had 
been *stamped by nature, training and 
eastern judgment the master of the 
king of instruments, and in this coun- 
try he has been subjected to the close 
observation and careful analysis of all 
the best musical critics of cities where 
he has appeared, and the result has 
been most complimentary to the artist. 
The intimacy between him and his in- 
strument, as it nestles under his chin 
and throbs with the pulsations of his 
own being, is complete. The voice of 
the violin is his own voice. He sings 
upon it, sobs upon it, and shouts in 
triumph by its aid. When he plays 
one of Bach's sonatas for violin solo, 
deep, broad and firm are the founda- 
tions of his musical nature, reverential 
his attitude toward the great fountain 
of modern music. 

Of Jean Gerardy the Pittsburgh Post 
says: ‘Jean Gerardy, a marvelous 
genius, a musical prodigy, was the 
soloist at the ninth afternoon and 
evening concerts of the Pittsburgh 
Orchestra, and his absolutely flawless 
performance on the ‘cello made a pro- 
found sensation. There is not a single 
endowment of genius, artistic gift, or 
any resultant power acquired from 
the endless capacity for work which is 
sometimes given as a definition of gen- 
ius, which the young Belgian ‘cellist 
does not possess to such a degree that 
he seems to have absorbed the very es- 
sence and spirit of the art he interprets. 
In the few years that have passed since 
his last appearance here, Gerardy, even 
then a wonder, has acquired greater 
force, fire and breadth. Under the 
sweep of his bow the ‘cello has the 
elasitcity and fineness of-a violin; the 
tone was brilliant, soft, penetrating, 
rich, compelling and persuasive at will, 
but always perfect, and the finish was 
indescribable. His absolute mastery 
of the instrument was shown in the 
swift ascending staccato scales, cres- 
cendos and lightning-like cadenzas, 
which: were the desperation of the or- 
chestra and piano accompaniments, and 
held the audience spell-bound.

BUGUS BENEFITS, 


HOW THE PUBLIC IS WORKED BY 
SMOOTH FAKIRS, 


“Califia” a Shining Example of 

*.This Method of Obtaining Money 

by False Pretenses—An Abuse of 
Charity. 


The net proceeds of “Califia” are re- 
ported by the committte as $450. The 
Christian Hospital Association re- 
ceives $150, the Los Angeles companies 
of the Seventh Regiment $150, and Mrs. 
Pope, the manager of the affair, takes 
the other $150. This affair was adver- 
tised as a “benefit’’ for the hospital 
and the soldiers, and upon positive as- 
surances that the entire net proceeds 
would be devoted to the purposes an- 
nounced and that no private pocket 
was to profit, a charity rate on ad- 
vertising was made by The Times, @d. 
presumably by other papers, and free 
notices were given. The assurances 
given were disingenuous, the 
affair was not such a benefit as repre- 
sented. It was a scheme to work upon 
the charitable and benevolent impulses 
of the public for the benefit of the pro- 
moter. 
The gross receipts were $1179, and 
the “expenses” were $729. But the 
rent of the Los Angeles Theater for 
the performances, of Music Hall for 
rehearsals, and the cost of music 
amounted to only $200. The manager 
of the theater. offered to give every- 
thing free, including rent and services 
of all employés, if the inanager of the 
scheme would make it a geneuine bene- 
fit and forego her share of the profits. 
She refused to do this, but the public 
was led to believe that the benefit was 
bona fide. Of the $1179 paid by the 
public only $300 reached the  bene- 
ficiaries. 

“Califia” is only one of many schemes 
to take advantage of public interest in 
patriotic measures’ for the promotion 
of private ends. Entertainments that 
cannot draw on their inerits or have no 
merits are made to pay by calling them 
“benefits,”” and every fakir in the land 
is diligently devising ways and means 
to line his own pocket under pretense 
of aiding some popular cause. 

Such schemes shall get no aid or 
comfort from The Times in future. No 
more charity advertising and no more 
free notices for bogus benefits can be 
worked. Satisfactory proof of the 
genuineness of the “benefit” will be 
required, and if anybody other than 
the ostensible beneficiary is to share in 
the profits the scheme will not be con- 
sidered entitled to public confidence, 

An alleged benefit bicycle race is 
being arranged now, and_ strenuous 
efforts have been made to obtain much 
free advertising for it, but the pro- 
posed disposal of funds is indefinitely 
stated, and nobody knuws who is to be 
the beneficiary. It is certain that one 
of the statements sent to The Times 
concerning the disposal of the funds 
is entirely unwarranted, A notice was 
sent in saying that the proceeds would 
be used to equip the sharpshooters 
with rifles, although the promoter of 
the affair had been informed that the 
sharpshooters had equipped themselves 
and were not in need of rifles.

DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF EPISCO. 
PALIANS. 


Resolutions Discussed—The Bishop’¢ 
Address—Attitude of the Charcl 
in the Present Crisis—Public Re« 
ception This Evening. 


The annual convention of the Diocesé 
of Los Angeles was opened at St. 
John’s Church yesterday morning se 
a high choral celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist. The Rt. Rev. J. H. John- 
son, bishop of the diocese, Was the cele- 
brant, and was assisted by the Rev. 
B. W. R. Tayler, rector of the church, 
and Rev. J. D. Baster, D.D. The 
sermon was delivered by the Rev. John 
Gray, rector of St. Paul’s, who took ag 
his text Ephesians i, 10: “The gather 
ing of all things together in one i 
Christ in the fulness of time.” 

The attendance at the service was 
very large, and the luncheon served 
by the ladies of the church at the Off 
residence was enjoyed by about twd 
hundred of the clergy and delegates. 

Immediately after the service the 
meetings adjourned to the guild hal] 
and organized with the bishop in the 
chair. Rev. Dr. Dotten of Riverside 
was elected secretary, and in turn ap- 
pointed Rev. Alfred Fletcher of San 
Diego assistant secretary. In the after« 
noon the regular committees were ap~< 
pointed in part by the bishop. 

The question of the incorporation of 
the diocese was taken up and a set of 
resolutions pertaining thereto dis- 
cussed. The resolution determining 
the number of directors was the sub- 
ject of much argument, and before an 
agreement could be reached, the time 
arrived for the bishop’s annual ad- 
dress, and the meeting adjourned ta 
the church. 

The bishop stated that the church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, which com- 
prises the whole of Southern Californi 
was growing in prosperity and tha 
nearly all parts of the diocese were 
provided with the services of the 


church. He had consecrated two and 
reopened four churches during the 
year. 


The bishop referred to the death in 
England of Mrs. Rufus Kellogg, late 
president of the Woman’s Auxiliary, of 
whose efficiency and consecration to 
the work he spoke in the highest 
terms. 

Ways and means of further promot- 
ing the activity and interests of the 
church were then discussed, and the 
speaker advocated unselfishness on the 
part of strong parishes and other cen~- 
ters of church work, and the support 
by such of the surrounding territories, 
He deprecated parochialism in it@ 
technical sense, and urged a broaden- 
ing interest on the part of all in the 
diocese as a whole, stating that there 
are about 4000 communicants in the 
diocese. The bishop suggested that an 
average of 20 cants per month for each 
be contributed for all purposes of the 
church for its diocesan and mission- 
ary work. 

The bishop dwelt at length on thd 
Pan-Anglican Conference of Bishops 
which he had attended last year in 
London, and closed his address with @ 
reference to the war which is being 
waged with Spain. While he regretted 
the fact that the war could not have 
been avoided, he felt strongly that 
Spain had brought it on herself. He 
appealed to the well-known loyalty of 
the members of the church to uphold 
the government in every possible way 
in the present crisis, and referred to 
the fact that several of the clergy, 
notably Rev. Alfred 8S. Clark, rector of 
Christ Church, had given their services 
to the country in this emergency 

The convention adjourned at 5 ovleack, 
and a short business session was held 
in the evening. The convention will 
reassemble for business at 9:30 this 
morning. 

This evening the right reverend, the 
Bishop, and Mrs. Johnson will hold & 
public reception from 8 to 10 at St.

WEST AFRICAN MASSACRE. 


A Native Eyewitness Tells of the 
Ghastly Tragedy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, May 25.—[ By Atlantic Cae 
ble.] <A letter received in this city 
from Sierra Leone, West Coast of 
Africa, says that a Manina native who 
was with the American missionaries 
at Rotufunk when they were mas- 
sacred by the insurgents, but who 
made his escape by resuming his na- 
tive garb, furnishes the following ac- 
count of the tragedy: 

“We started to walk to Sierra Leone, 
but had only gone half a mile when 
we met war boys, who blocked the 
way. Rev: Mr. Cain tried to frighten 
them by firing a revoiver over their 
heads, but seeing they were deter- 
mined to do mischief, he cast his re- 
volver away, and said he would not 
have anybody’s blood on his hands... 

“The war boys then seized the party, 
including Misses Hatfield, Archer and 
Kent (Schenick) stripped them of 
their clothing, dragged them back’ to 
the mission house, in front of which 
the war boys cut down Rev. Mr. Ca‘pn 
and hacked him to death, and then 
treated Miss Archer and Miss Kent 
(Schenick) in the same way. ; 
. “Miss Hatfield, who was very ill, 
was thrown on a barbed wire netting, 
and finally her throat was cut. Mrs. 
Cain escaped to the bush with a na- 
tive girl, but the war boys went out 
seeking for them, and they were after« 
ward killed.

The Fresno Republican says: “A

Misrep- 
resentation and a display of petty jeal- 
ousy between sections whose interests 
are practically identical have resulted 
in doing much harm in the past. It is 
largely due to ignorance, and will dis- 
appear when the people are better ac- 
quainted with the resources and condl- 
tions of their own State.” 


New Device Fails to Solve Ventila- 
tion Problem. 


To force pure air into refrigerator 
cars, and keep it pure, has been for 
many years a hard nut to crack. Lots 
of clever men have tried to solve the 
problem, but their success has been 
only partial. 

Mr. Yerkes of this city has come to 
the front with a new invention, which 
has just been tried by the Santa Fé 
Railroad. 

The patent consists of fans on the 
front and rear of the car, the idea be- 
ing to force fresh air in by aid of the 
front fans, and eject all foul air with 
the rear fans. 

The trial was made between Los An- 
geles and Inglewood, Mr. Yerkes being 
accompanied by Mr. Mills, superintend- 
ent of the road; Mr. McClymonds, agent 
for Armour’s refrigerator cars; W. A. 
Perry and other fruit-growers. 

The trip down to Inglewood at a 
speed of twenty miles an hour showed 
a reversion of Mr. Yerkes’s theories, 
in that the air was pumped in from 
the rear and sucked out from the front. 
On stopping, the flanges were reversed, 
and a mile on the home journey made 
at the rate of forty miles an hour, 
showed practically the same result, 
proving conclusively that the front fans 
were unable to do their duty, and that 
to make any kind of a success of the 
patent, either bigger fans would have 
to be used in front, or the patentee’s 
attention would have to he directed to 
forcing the air from the rear of the 
car. 

Trials were made with the front fans 
off, without success, and eyentually the 
rour hoods were removed, and the car 
came in with its hatches raised, the 
air current being much more percept- 
ible and the car far cooler than when 
the fans were in place. 

It is exceedingly doubtful whether 
the patent can ever achieve success. 
If the inventor could overcome the 
difficulty of lack of power of the front 
fans, it might he of great service, but 
until that is done his invention will’ be 
useless. ;

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RIFLES FOR POLICE. 


CITY COUNCIL URGED TO PUR- 
CHASE ARMS AT ONCE. 


Merchants and Manufacturers Ree 
quest Fiesta Committee to Use 
Floats for Fceurth of July. 
Pakersfield Excursion Arrange- 
ments. 


At a special meeting of the board of 
directors of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association yesterday after- 
noon the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, the committee having 
charge of the Fourth of July celebration 
has decided to celebrate the anni- 
versary of the nation’s birth with a 
grand and patriotic demonstration, and 
whereas, the fioats for the fiesta of 
1898 have been constructed from the 
funds collected from the merchants and 
other patriotic citizens, and, where- 
as, the fiesta has been aban- 
doned for this year, these floats should 
be used in the grand parade of July 4, 
thereby saving a large additional ex- 
pense to the patriotic citizens. of this 
city; 
“Resolved that it is the sense of the 
board of directors of this association 
that the Committee of Thirty of La 
Fiesta tender the use of the twelve 
floats so constructed for use in the 
Fourth of July celebration to the com- 
mittee having in charge that national , 
event.”’ 

Attention was called to the fact that 
at the present time the police depart- 
ment of this city is entirely unprepared 
to cope with any emergency in which 
their services’would be required for the 
safety of life and property of citizens, 
and the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, the city of Los Angeles 
is entirely unprotected for any emerg- 
ency that might arise, and, whereas, 
the taxpayers are entitled to the serv- 
ices of the police department of this 
city in the protection of life and prop- 
erty, and, whereas, the said police de- 
partment is now without adequate fire 
arms to defend the city in case of 
emergency, 

“Resolved, by the board of directors 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association of Los Angeles that the 
Honorable City Council be urgently re- 
quested to supply the said police force 
of this city with at least one hundred 
Winchester rifles of good pattern at 
once.”’ 

In view of the importance of the bond 
election to be held today, the board 
passed a resolution urging the voters, 
and especially the merchants, to exer- 
cise their privilege as voters and re-' 
quests them to deposit their ballots and 
thereby show their inté?est in public 
affairs. 

The report of the special con:mittee 
created for the purpose of formulating 
a plan to put in operation a credit and 
collection bureau, as an auxiliary to 
the association, was adopted and the 
committee was requested to furnish the 
directors with a detailed plan of the 
methods to be employed to put the 
bureau in operation. 

The communication ‘from Dr. Le- 
Moyne Wills, H. Jevne, Charles For- 
man, H. B. Blackstone and Charles 
Silent, relative to the condition of the 
farmers and urging that steps be taken 
to provide employment for them as a 
means of saving their stock, was fully 
discussed. -The board decided that it 
was the sense of the association that 
the subject was an importani one, and 
invited the signers of the letter to meet 
with the board at the meeting in order 
to discuss what steps should be taken 
10 inaugurate such a movement. 

THE BAKERSFIBDLD EXCURSION. 

This evening at 10:30 o’clock the Los 
Angeles delegation from the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers Associa- 
tion will leave this city to take part in 
the celebration in Bakersfield. On Fri- 
day morning, on the arrival of the 
train, the Los Angeles delegation will 
be received by a Reception Committee 
and conveyed in carriages to the center 
of the town. At 10 o'clock a grand 
parade will take place, consisting of 
pone divisions. In the first division, 

eaded by the Bakersfield Band, a place 
has been assigned for the Los Angeles 
delegation. In the second division will 
be the fire department, handsomely 
decorated with flowers and followed by 
a Chinese display. The third division 
will consist of the Hanford and Bakers- 
field baseball teams; also the Mexican 
display. The fourth division will be de- 
voted to a trades display, in which the 
commercial and industrial development 
of Kern county will be portrayed. 

After the parade the literary exer- 
cises will be held from the balcony of 
the Arlington Hotel, Judge Mahon pre- 
siding. C. S. Smith will make the ad- 
dress on behalf of Kern county, and 
Hon. E, F. Preston will respond for the 
Valley Road Company. Mayor Snyder 
will respond on ,.behalf of the city of 
Los Angeles, and Judge Wright will 
speak for the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association. In the afternoon 
the excursionists will be given a free 
ride over the new road to the northern 
boundary of the county, and in the 
evening a grand display of fireworks 
and a ball will conclude the festivities. 

At 9:30 o’clock in the evening the 
train leaves Bakersfield on the return 
trip and will arrive here at 7:30 o'clock 
on Saturday morning.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


Letter from Senator Perkins on 
Coast Defenses, 

The Board of Trade is in receipt of 
the following letter from Senator Per- 
kins, in response to its request for his 
coéperation in securing equipment for 
the coast-defense artillery regiment in 
this city: ~ 

“My dear sir: Yours of May 11, with 
copy of the resolution asking for equip- 
ment for the coast-defense artillery 
regiment, is at hand. In reply, I would 
say that I personally called upon the 
Secretary of War, and the Secretary of 
the Navy, in relation to the subjéct- 
matter of coast defenses in Southern 
California, and the Secretary of War 
immediately wrote the general com- 
manding the division of the United 
States army in California, to make 
such detail’ as he, in his judgment, 
deemed necessary for the purpose 
named. The Secretary of the Navy 
also gave similar instructions to the 
commodore of the Pacific Coast war 
vessels. The Federal government can 
only furnish (under the law,) arms to 
the State for private military organ- 
izations upon a requisition of the Gov- 
ernor of the State. At this time it 
would not be practicable to furnish ar- 
tillery guns, as they are all now re- 
quired bY United States government 
troops. ours very truly, £.

RESTRICTIONS ON 
PRODUCTS. A recent 
dispatch from Washington states that 
Andrew 1). White, American Ambas- 
sador to Berlin, has reported to the 
State Department the receipt of a 
note from the German Chancellor, de- 
fining the prohibition of American 
fruits. and dividing live plants into 
three groups: (a) Those absolutely 
prohibited; ¢b) those admitted uncon- 
ditionally, and (c) those admitted 
upon being found free from the San 
José scale. after examination. 

In class A are included live tress 
and bushes of all kinds; also parts 
of such furiher seedlings, scion shoots 
amd cuttings. This includes fruit trees 
and bushes and ornamental trees. 

Class B includes aquatic plants of 
all kinds, and parts of such: also root 
plants, such as onion bulbs.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 


PACIFIC ROLLING MILL. The 
recent closing down of the Pacific 


Rolling Mill, one of the largest indus- 
trial establishments of San Francisco, 
has awakened much interest and 
caused some surprise, throughout the 
State. The reason assigned is lack 
of patronage. Several million dollars 
Was invested in an enterprise which 
at one time was a profitable one. <Ac- 
cording to a San Francisco paper, the 
bonded indebtedness aggregates $709,- 
000, of which $200,000 bears 6 per cnt, 
interest, and $500,000 5 per cent. The 
hope is. expressed that in time all 
claims will be fully paid. 

Various other reasons are given for 
the failure. The president of the com- 
pany attributes it to eastern competi- 
tion. Others say that the plant was a 
quarter of a century behind the times. 
and that the directors of the company 
showed poor judgment in not putting 
in a modern plant.

RAISIN-GROWERS' COMBINE. A 
committee was recently: appointed at 
Fresno to formulate a plan by which 
the raisin-growers might obtain fair 
prices for their produce. As is well 
known, prices of raisins have been so 
low of late that second-class fruit is 
now being fed to horses in the San 
Joaquin Valley. The committee re- 
ported as follows: 

“The undersigned committee, ap- 
pointed by the mass meeting of raisin- 
growers held in Fresno last Saturday, 
beg leave to report that after full and 
careful consideration they unanimously 
recommend to the growers the follow- 
ing procedure: That an incorporated 
company be organized to be composed 
exclusively of raisin-growers under 
the name of the California Raisin- 
Growers’ Association; that such as- 
sociation shall elect seven trustees, who 
shall have full charge of the packing 
and sale of the raisin crop: that 
members shall pool all their raisins. 
and packing-houses in the hands of 
these trustees: that growers. shall 
have the right to choose either one of 
two ways to have their raisins sold: 

“First, they may have their raisins 
sold by the trustees for their acceunt. 
giving the grower all the raisias will 
sell for during the season, less neces- 
Sary charges for packing and selling: 
or, 

“Second, the grower shall be paid in 
cash not less than at the rate cf 2% 
cents per pound in the sweat box for 
merchantable raisins, or a higher price 
if the market advances as is expected, 

“In order to provide the large amcunt 
of money required to place the indus- 
try on this solid foundation, your 
committee asks that the growers plcdge 
their crops to this committee on the 
above terms for thirty days. If these 
pledges cover 75 per cent. of en aver- 
age crop in the counties of Fresno, 
Kings, Tulare and Madera they will 
then be taken to San Francisco by your 
committee to show to financial men 
the good faith of the groweys. If 
your committee succeed in making the 
necessary financial arrangeme-nis, then 
the organization will be perfected as 
above outlined, but if after thirty dave 
this is not done then the pledzes shal] 
be null and void, and the growers stand 
released. 

“Your committee are very strongly of 
the opinion that if they are supe>rted 
by the growers by a pledge of 75 per 
cemt. or more of the crop ‘hey will be 
able to secure all the money needed to 
make advances to the growers and to 
buy all the raisins that may b> offered 
at 242 cents in the sweat box an4 
thus begin a work that w'!] make 
raisin-growing the most Profitable in- 
dustry in California.”

SAN DLEGO COUNTY. 


ALFRED LAMBLA KILLS HIS WIFE 
AND HIMSELF BY SHOOTING, 


They are Found by Their Little 
Sons, Who Notify the Authori- 
ties— The Man Was Pobably 
Drunk — Harbor Mining Com- 
pleted, 


SAN DLEGO, May 25.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A horrible cise of murder and suicide 
which occurred last night at 7 o'clock came 
to light this morning. The man who com- 
mitted the double crime was Alfred Lambla, 
aged 60, a rancher in Chollas Valley, and the 
victim was his wite. The news was brought 
to town this morning by the two sons of the 
dead people, aged 13 and 11 years, who had 
stayed all night with the knowledge that the-r 
parents lay dead in an adjoining room. 

The cldest boy said that at 7 o'clock last 
night he heard two shots in the room cccu- 
pied by his parents. He and his little brother 
ran in, and found their mother lying in bed, 
with the whole ton and back of her head 
blown off. The father was lying on the floor 
near the bed, a mass of blood, his face hav- 
ing been entirely blown off by a large charge 
of shot. A double-barreled shotguu, empty, 
was lying beside him. 

Instead of raising an alarm, the dumb- 
founded and frightened lads merely returned 
to their own room. There they cowered in 
darkness until this morning, hardly daring to 
speak to each other, and not knowing what 
to do. At daylight they got their breakfast 
and together tugged away upon the body of 
the old man until they had piaced him upon 
a lounge. Then, washing up the blood-stains, 
they hitched up the team and came to town, 
where they notified Chief Russell of the 
tragedy. 

Chie? Russell, Coroner Johnson and others 
went to the house, and found that all the 
boys said was true. The old man had crept 
up behind his wife, who was already in bed, 
and, placing the shotgun behind her head, h d 
literally blown the top of her head off. Then, 
placing the gun under his chin, he had fired 
the other charge, killing himself instantly. 

A note was found in the room, written by 
Lambla, attempting to explain the cause of 
the deed. It was a long, rambiing thing, 
clearly revealing that the wrifer was not in 
his right mind. The substance of the note 
was that Mrs. Lambla was to biame. He 
accused her of drunkenness and aduitery. 
Mixed in with these charges was a lot of 
irrelevant, barely intelligible stuff. 

The facts are that the woman was faithful 
and hardworking, and her wages supported 
the family. She was a domestic in the em- 
ploy of Dr. W. A. Edwards of San Diego. She 

‘ent home every other night. She was not 
addicted to drink, so far as known, though 
Lambla himself was a drinking man, and 
was perhaps drunk when he committed tho 
crime. Mrs. Lambla was 45 years old, and 
married Lambla twenty-two years ago at 
New London, Ct. They had four children. 
One is a printer in Los Angeles. Another, a 
girl, lives in San Diego. The other two 
lived at home. 
TORPEDO MINES COMPLETED. 

Thd laying of the submarine dynamite mines 
at the entrance to this harbor was compietecd 
last evening.

The court asked Mr. Abbott to repeat the 
words he had used to the plaintiff, in the 
same tone of voice.. In response, Mr. Abbott 
shouted, ‘“‘You are a Hiar!’’ He said Mrs. 
Owen’s niece appeared just then, and repeated 
that he had tried to kiss her fat, but luscious 
aunt. Abbott said he replied by calling her 
‘ta double liar.’”’ The trial was resumed this 


morning.

TWICE ACQUITTED. 


Rehwahid Did not Attempt Arson 
nor Commit Battery. 

Louis Rehwahld, who was arrested in 
the early part of this month for as- 
saulting a negro during an argument 
on the merits of the American flag, 
and later accused of attempting to set 
fire to his shoe shop on Fifth street, 
was acquitted of both charges by Jus- 
tice Morrison, early yesterday even- 
ing, the trial having been in progress 
all the afternoon. The prosecution 
worked hard to make a case of arson 
against the now exonerated man, but 
failed utterly in doing so, because the 
negro in the street combat did not 
give the testimony he was expected to 

ve, 

Shortly after midnight of May 5, 
Officer Broadhead was called to Fifth 
and Spring streets, where a fire was 
in progress that was supposed to have 
arson indications. The blaze was in 
Rehwahld's shoe shop and so impressed 
was Officer Broadhead with what he 
saw on the inside of the shop, where, 
he says, leather was burning, fiat he 
signed a warrant charging Rehwahld 
with attempted arson. 

‘The principal witnesses examined 
were suggested by the prosecution, but 
none of them, in the opinion of Jus- 
tice Morrison,’ gave evidence so mate- 
rial as to convince him that Rehwahld 
tried to burn his shop. The witnesses 
examined were Sam Mott, owner of a 
saloon at Fifth and Spring streets; §S, 
W. Emerick, a hackman, who stands 
at the same corner; N. A.. Pounds, 
conductor of a candy and fruit store 
adoining Rehwahld’s shop. Andrew 
Wilkes, the colored hoy, and the 
“trump” card that failed: Charles 
Chick, a liveryman near by; Will Val- 
liant and F. Farnum, two young: men 
who had indefinite connection with the 
case, and Officers Broadhead, Redfern 
and Baker, the latter making the ar. 
rest on the charge of arson. 

As for Rehwahld’s hearing on the 
charge of battery, it was engulfed in 
the more important evidence of the 
alleged commitment of arson, and was 
referred to throughout the 
trial. 


EVIDENCE FOUND. 


Letters Stolen by the Oro Grande 
Robbers. 


The government has been fortunate 
enough to secure the registered-letter 
envelopes taken from the mail car at 
the time of the Oro Grande train-rob- 
bery, and the clew leading up to their 
recovery tightens the chain of evidence 
against Bennington, Hale and Casner, 
who are now in jail charged with the 
offense, It has been a hard chase after 
this evidence, and even now the offi- 
cers will not give out any of the facts.

General Assembly Listens to Reports 
on Foreign Mission, Sabbath- 
schools, Publications and Other 
Branches of Church Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIIT REPORT, } 

WINONA LAKE (Ind...) May 25.—The 
much-discussed ‘book, “A History of 
Christianity in the Apostolic Age,” by 
Prof. A. C. McGiffert, D.D., of the New 
York Presbytery, was put before the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church today. The case of Dr. Me(tiffert 
came before the General Assembly late 
this afternoon on reports from. the 
Committee on Bills and Overtures. Of 
these there were but three, the major- 
ity and two minority reports. The first 
advises that the assembly take no ac- 
ticn, leaves it to Prof. McGiffert to 
explain his position or retire from the 
Presbyterian ministry. 

The first minority report desires that 
the matter be referred to the pres- 
bytery of New York, for action and set- 
tlement. The second minority report 
recommends no action, but condemns 
the alleged erroneous teachings of the 
New York professor. 

The majority report, which was pre- 
sented by Rev. Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
first recites the overture from the pres- 


bytery of Pittsburgh, calling the atten- 
tion of the assembly to the alleged 
heretic teachings contained in Prof. 


McGiffert’s volume of the International 
Theological Library. 

The majority and minority reports 
are practically identical except for the 
final paragraph, in which the recom- 
mendations differ, as noted above. 

The majority report was signed by 
thirteen members of the committee, the 
first minority report by six, and the 
second minority report by one mem- 
ber. The reports were ordered printed, 
and the subject was ordered the first 
business for Friday afternoon. 

At the afternoon session the report 
on the board of publication and Sab- 
bath-schools work was presented by 
Dr. John R. Davis of New York. At 
this session the report on church mis- 
sianary periodicals, was received. The 
report recommended a single publi@a- 
tion with editorial offices in New York 
under the management of Rev. Wil- 
liam H. Hubbard of Auburn, N. Y., and 
under the supervision of a committee 
of five, reported by Rev. Dr. George 
W. Knox of New York City. The report 
was adopted after a brief debate. 

Westminster Church, Minneapolis, 
was then chosen as the meeting place 
for next year’s assembly. 

The report of the Commftee on Bills 
and Overtures in the McGiffert case 
came unexpectedly before the close of 
the afternoon session. The evening sé€s- 


sion was devoted to addresses by for-.

FOREIGN MIS§IONS DISCUSSED. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WINONA LAKE (ind.,) May 25.— 
The Presbyterian General Assembly 
today adopted a resolution expressing 
the cordial sympathy of the General 
Assembly with the National Relief 
Commission, and similar associations, 
having in view the welfare of the 
soldiers, sailors and tnarines engaged 
in the present war. 

The regular order of the day was 
foreign missions; Dr. G. F. Pente- 
cost of Yonkers, N. Y., chairman of 
the standing committee, presented a 
report, and addressed the assembly. 
The report contained the following: 

“The fiscal year began with a debt 
of $97,454, but this and all other obli- 
gations had been met. Appropriations 
had been reduced $100,000, and thus the 
debt which had existed in varying 
amounts since 1893, had been extin- 
guished. The gifts to the board from 
the woman’s board had increased by 
twenty-eight, but there had been 
thirty deaths or resignations, Reports 
from all the fields were encouraging, 
in spite of the fact that retrenchment 
had told very heavily upon the #chools, 
some of which had been closed. 

“The receipts, were: From churches, 
$292,622: woman’s board, $312,377; Sun- 
day-schools, $28,208; young people’s so- 
cieties, $10,013: legacies, $75,940; mis- 
cellaneous donations, $72,610; interest 
on investments, etec., $97,613; contribu- 
tions to meet the debt of 1897, $79,738; 
total, $979,125. The disbursements were 
$864,702, of which $56,051 was for of- 
fice expenses, part of them at the di- 
rection of the General Assembly.” 

Following the report, Robert E. 
Speer, secretary of the board,  pre- 
sented the scope of the work of the 
church in foreign lands. At the close 
the speaker was greeted with much 
applause. 

The foreign missionaries who are 
commissioners to the assembly were 
called upon the platform. About 
twenty responded, and representatives 
from India, Persia, Japan and Korea 
eccupied considerable time. 

The report of the board of publica-

Such trans- 
mission from place to place shall not 
be considered as ‘forwardine’ in the 
sense in which ‘forwarding’ is used in 
the postal service, and no additional 
charge shall be made therefor.
